A Guard-of-Honour of the East Indian Raihv«.y Volunteers will be drawn up 
on the platform of the Howrah Railway Station, and a Guard-of-Honour of 
Native Troops, with Band, outside the station. 
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The route taken will be by the Hughli Bridge, Strand Road, Fairlie Place, 
Dalhousie Square, North, and Old Court House Street. * 

The Body-Guard and the Calcutta Light Horse will form His Excellency’s 
Escort. 


A Royal Salute will be fired from the Ramparts of Fort William as His 
Excellency alights from the train. 

A Guard-of-Honour of British Infantry' and of the Calcutta Volunteer Rifles 
w'ill bq drawn up in front of the Grand Staircase of Government House. 

Full dress will be worn by those entitled to wear uniform, Review order by 
Military Officers. Gentlemen not entitled to wear uniform will appear in Mom?

Department Notification No. 1964, dated the 3nd September, 1887, for the information 
of persons likely to be affected thereby, and notice is hereby given that the draft will be 
taken Into consideration by the Governor General in Council on or after the ist Decem¬ 
ber, 1901. 

2. Any objection or suggestion which may be received from any person with respect 
to the draft before the date fixed as aforesaid will be taken into consideration by the 
Governor General in Council.

“ Rule 13 A.—Licenses for the importation of explosives into British India by river 
or land may be granted by the Magistrate of the District to which the explosives are 
consigned, or, if the explosives are consigned to a Presidency-town, by the Commis¬ 
sioner of Police. The fee payable in respect of each such license shall be Rs. 10.”

No. 766- —With reference to rules 4 and 9 of the rules published with Home 
Department Notification No. 529, dated the 8th September 1899, and to rules 2 and 6 
published with the Resolution of the Government of Bengal, No, 364-T. F., dated the 
loth October 1894, it is hereby notified that the examination prescribed for filling up 
vacancies in the Lower Division of the Secretariat Clerical Service of the Government 
of India and attached offices, and in the Clerical Establishments of the offices sub¬ 
ordinate to the Government of Bengal, will be held at Calcutta in the Senate House of 
the Calcutta University, commencing on Saturday, the 4th January 1902.

No. 2008.—Whereas the Governor General in Council is satisfied that there is a danger of an 
outbreak of dangerous epidemic disease at Ajmer in the Ajmer District, if pilgrims or other persons 
from the Salem District of the Madras Presidency, the Bombay Presidency (including Sind), 
Bengal, the Ballia, Allahabad, Benares and Jaunpur Districis of the North-Western Provinces, 
the Jullundur, Hoshiarpur and Gurdaspur Districts and the Patiala State of the Punjab, the Mysore 
and Baroda States and the Jammu Province of the Kashmir State, are permitted to assemble at 
that place on the occasion of the ensuing Fushkar fair. 

In exercise of the power conferred by section 2, sub-section (/), of the Epidemic Diseases Act 
(III of 1897), the Governor General in Council is pleased to direct that no tickets to travel by 
railway to the stations of Ajmer, Tabiji Saradhna, Mangaliawas, Madar, l.adpura, Akhri and to 
the stations of Nasirabad and Bandanwara on the Rajputana-Malwa Railway shall be sold from the 
7th to the 3olh November tgoi (both days inclusive), within the Salem District of the Madous 
Presidency, the Bombay Presidency (including Sind), Bengal, the Ballia, Allahabad, Benares and

The silver coinage of the year was the highest on record, having, apart from 
dollar'coinage which did not exist in exceeded even that of 1877-78 

by over a crore. 

The demand for rupees w-hich made itself felt in the closing months of the 
preceding year was accentuated in the early part of the year and was at one time 
so acute that the Mints had to work under great pressure to keep abreast of it. 
The Mints were fed mainly with silver purchased in England, but to meet urgent 
demands silver was on several occasions purchased in India. Altogether, the 
purchases of silver since the recommencement of rupee coinage in February 
190C have amounted to 50,297,1:24 ozs. standard in England and 1,91,41,493 
standard tolas (—7,113,393 standard ozs.) in India. In addition to this, a 
large quantity of coined stiver was received during the year from the Native 
States of Baroda, Jodhpore, Nawanagar and Kadhanpur, for recoin.igc into 
British Indian rupees. The most important of these conversion operations was 
that of the Babashahi coinage undertaken for the Baroda State, and concurrently 
the Government of India undertook the withdrawal and recoinage of the 
Babashahi coins circulating in' British territory. The coin issued to Native 
States during the year in exchange for their coins was Rs. 3,54,71,369; in 
addition, a sum of Rs. 37,170 was coined for the Alwar State under the Native 
Coinage Act, 1876.

Dollars were coined at the Calcutta Mint for the first time, one of the local 
Banks having tendered a small quantity of silver. The number of coins struck 
was 363,372; with this exception, the whole of the dollar coinage was done at 
the Bombay Mint. 
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4. Copper Coinage.--'Copper was coined at the Calcutta Mint only, and 

the coinage consisted of pice, half pice, Straits Settlement cents and quarter cents 
and Ceylon cents of the aggregate value of Rs. 6,04,694. A few pie pieces were 
also struck. ^ 

5. Operative Losses: 

Silver .—The loss on the rupee coinage of the Calcutta Mint for 1899-1900 
was adjusted during the year under report; including this, the total loss adjusted 
gave a rate of Rs. 36'I per lakh. In the Bombay Mint the loss per lakh was 
Rs. 24*76 on Government coinage and Rs. 40*69 on dollar coinage.

The receipts include Rs. 4,71,65,693 on account of the gross gain on silver 
coinage operations and Rs. 2,15,246 on account of seigniorage on dollar coinage. 
The net profit on the rupee coinage of the year, though taken as Mbit revenue 
in the first instance, has been transferred to the credit of the Gold Reserve Fund 
in the general accounts of the Government of India.

Very close attention is now paid to the subject of counterfeiting: a vigilant 
watch is kept over professional counterfeiters and more careful examination than 
formerly is made of coins received in Treasuries, and on Railways, etc., to detect 
base corns.

13. Parting assays of silver coins. —The average proportion of gold 
found in the silver pyx coins of the Calcutta mintage was *247 per milie for 
runee.s, *379 for quarter rupee.s, *392 for one-eighth rupees and 095 for 
dollars. Eliminating dollars from the calculation, the silver coinage of the Calcutta 
Mint is computed to have contained about 5,655 Troy ounces of gold, of the value 
of ;£^23,977 approximately. In the Bombay Mint, the proportion was 117 per milie 
for rupees, -027 for one-eighth rupees, and *092 for British dollars.

In Calcutta, one rupee in each of two trials was found beyond the legal 
remedy for weight, and in fifteen different trials single coins were fgund outside 
the legal remedy for fineness, but in each case the result of a second pyx proved 
favqurable and the coins were passed. In Bombay, six trials disclosed one rupee 
in each to be beyond the legal remedy for is'eight, and three trials disclosed one 
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coin in each to be outside the legal remedy for fineness. Fresh trials in each 
case, however, gave satisfactory results and the coins were passed. 

15. Pyx 'trials in JEni^and for 1899*1900. *-<^The result of the pyx trials 
made in England showed the average weight and fineness of the British Indian coins 
from the Calcutta find Bombay Mints and of British dollars from the Bombay 
Mint to be closely in accordance with the standards laid down for the two classes 
of coins. 

16. Reference standard weights —The quinquennial verification of the 
Calcutta Assay Office standard sets of weight pieces was completed during the 
year under report. 

17. The year 1900-1901 was a remarkable one in the history of the Mints. 
For over six years, from the latter part of 1893 to the early part of 1900, the 
work of the Mints had been comparatively light, and establishments had been 
reduced: they were then suddenly called on to face a year of work heavier than 
that of any year in their history. New workmen had to be engaged and trained 
by the small staff of trained men on the establishment: with a full complement of 
skilled and trained iSbour a heavy rupee coinage requires at all times most watch* 

, ful and careful supervision, and with a large element of imperfectly trained labour 
the straip thrown on the whole staff and the difficulty and responsibility of 
successfully carrying through the heavy coinage were very great. There were also 
difficulties connected with material, ^such as crucibles, the stock of which, suffi¬ 
cient only for ordinary requirements, was quite inadequate for the heavy and 
• continuous coinage which had to be undertaken All these difficulties w'ere cheer¬ 
fully faced and successfully overcome ; and the results of the year are regarded 
with very great satisfaction by the Government of India. His Excellency the 
Governor General in Council desires to place on record his high appreciation of 
the most excellent work done by the officers and the members of the establish¬ 
ments of the Mint and Assay Departments. He wishes to convey his special 
thanks to Colonel Scott, Major Davidson and Colonel Porter, the Masters of 
the Mints, and to Colonel Milne and Colonel MacCartie, the Assay Masters.

Rainfall summary for the past seven days, .ending at 8 a.m. on 
Thursday, the 31st October 1901, based on the Indian Daily 
Weather Reports of the period. 


The weather ha$ been exceedingly quiet and settled during the week under 
review. 

Pressure has been steadily high over the Assam Valley and relatively high 
over the central parts of India and of the Peninsula, while it has been low over 
the centre and south of the Bay. This area of low pressure has swayed ibout 
over different parts of the Bay surface, and, by modifying the direction of the 
winds over Burma on the one side, and over the Peninsula on the other, has pro¬ 
duced the. very slight alterations in the w'eather which the observations disclose. 

On the 85th there were scattered showers in Burma and Assam and thunder* 
showers in Malabar and South India. These showers exceeded i** at Mergui, 
Lashio, Mercara, Trichinopoly and Myspre and a* at Calicut. On the a6th the 
rainfall conditions were unaltered. Thundershowers continued to be reported 
from Malabar and South India and scattered showers from Burma and Assam. 
The heaviest rainfall amounts were t •98'’ at Moulmein, r68* at, Mercara and 
r6j('at Mysore. There had, however, on this day been pressure changes over 
the Bay which favoured the extension of north-east winds to the Madras Coast, 
and, on the 27th, rain had practically ceased over Burma, while it had been general 
over part of South India and of the South Madras Coast. The heaviest falls report- 
ed were a Ss" at Negapatam and 9 63' at Madras. These favourable conditions 
continued on the 28th, when rain fell over the same areas, but the amounts were 
smaller, the heaviest having been r\g" at Mysore and I'oo" at Madras. By the 
39th north-easterly winds had disappeared from the Madras Coast and the former 
rainfall conditions were re-established, vis., scattered showers over Lower Burma 
and Malabar. These conditions lasted during the 30th and 3jst, but with the 
addition of a few showers on the Madras Coast on the 31st, on which day Mad¬ 
ras itself reported 1 ’06" of rain. 

The concluding table shows that rain was received during the week in the 
following divisions and sub-divisions, vis... Burma Coast and Wet divisions, the 
Calicut sub-division, South India and the East Coast (South); the averagp actual 
fall ranging from 2’13" in the East C^ast (South) to o’>j6* in the Burma Wet 
division. Over-the whole of the remainder of India the week was actually or 
practically rainless and even those divisions which received rain, with the excep¬ 
tion, of the Mysore sub-division, obtained less than the normal amount. In the 
East Coast (North) the autumn rainfall has to a great extent failed and unless by 
the intervention of a cyclonic storm, any important rain now appears unlikely in 
that region. 

The seasonal percentages exhibit no important changes since the preceding 
week.

26th October 1901. 

Madras.— The rainfall was good in the Central districts, except North Arcot 
and the West Coast; light in the Circars. the Deccan and the South ; and none in 
the Carnatic. Water-supplies generally are sufficient for cultivation, except in parts 
of the Deccan, and the Carnatic. Ploughing and other agricultural operations 
are in progress. Standing crops generally are in fair condition, but need rain in 
the Deccan, the Carnatic and North Arcot. Harvesting of early crops continues 
ith fair outturn. Pasture and fodder for the most part are sufficient. The con¬ 
dition gf cattle on the whole is good. Prices are practically ^ationary. Kitchen 
inmates—Cuddapah—men, 91; women, 208; children, 328 ; total, 627: North 
Arcot—men, 4; women, 27; children, 43; total, 70 : Anantapur—men, 8; 
women, 13; children, ii ; total, 32. Test-workers—Cuddapah—men, 892 ; 
women, 931; children, 92 ; total, 1,915. Grand total, 2,644. 

Bombay. —Moderate rain fell during the week in parts of Thana, Ratnagiri, 
Nasik, Ahmednagar, Poona, Sholapur, Satara, Belgaum, Dharwar and Kanara and 
there was a slight fall in parts of Thar and Parkar, Kolaba, Khandesh and Bija- 
pur. Crops have been benefited by the recent rainfall in the Deccan and the 
Kamatak. More rain is urgently wanted in parts of Gujarat, the Deccan, Baroda 
and Rajkot for standing crops or for spring cultivation. Standing crops have 
been slightl> damaged by rats, locusts or insects in parts of Sindh, Broach, Surat, 
Khandesh, Poona, Bijapur, Belgaum, Wadhwan and Baroda, are suffering from in¬ 
sufficient moisture in parts of Ahmedabad, Kaira, Surat and Baroda and gener* 
ally are in good condition elsewhere, leaping of autumn crops has been com¬ 
pleted in Wadhwan, is nearly over in Thana and is in progress in Sindh, Kmra, 
Surat, the Deccan, the Karnatak and Rajkot. Cotton prospects generally are 
favourable in Broach, Nasik, Khandesh and the Kamatak and picking has been 
commenced in Thar and Parkar and Khandesh. Preparations for the spring crops 
are in progress in parts of Karachi, Shikarpur, Larkana and Khandesh. Spring 
sowings have been completed in Sholapur, are nearly over in Broach and Belgaum 
and are in progress in parts of Shikarpur, Hyderabad, Surat, Khandesh, Nasik, 
Ahmednagar, Poona, Satara, Bijapur, Dharwar, Rajkot and Baroda, but have not 
been commenced in Kaira, owing to insufficient rainfall. The fodder-supply is 
deficient in parts of Nasik, Sholapur and Dharwar. Agricultural stock generally 
is sufficient for cultivation. Prices have fallen in twelve districts and are station¬ 
ary elsewhere. The relation of the prices of the principal staples to the normal 
and to the prices of 1900 remains substantially the same. Prices of cheapest food- 
grain in pounds per rupee at head-quarters—Ahmedabad, 32; Kaira and Belgaum, 
34; Panch Mahals, 35; Sholapur, 35; Ahmednagar, 26f ;«Poona, 27 A J Nasik, 
a6/o ; Satara, 30^; and Bijapur, 29 A* 

Daily average numbers on relief— BRITISH Districts— on relifef vjorks, 
67,886; dependants, 12,859 ; total on works, 80,745. In poor-houses, 5,395: 
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on village relief, 44,943; total on gratuitous relief, $0,337. - Figures for tW Panch 
Mahals, Ahmednagar and B’elgaum are incomplete. NATIVE States —on relief 
works, 15,06a; dependants, 8,057; total on works, >7,119. In poor-houses, 
3i039; on village relief, 1,115; total ^ on gratuitous relief, 4,154. Grand total, 
*58.355- 

•Bengal..-~The weather during the week has been generally clear and 
almost rainless. The prospects of winter rice in the districts of Bihar and 
several other districts are not favourable, owing to the want of rain. Culti¬ 
vation of spring crops is going on, but more rain would have been beneficial for 
the purpose. No jrant of fodder is felt, except at Rampurhat in the district of 
Birbhum. Water is sufficient. The price of common rice has risen in eleven 
districts, fallen in twelve and is stationary in the rest. 

North-^yestern Provinces and Oudh.—The weather was clear, except 
in the districts of Allahabad and Jhansi, where slight rain fell. The need of more 
rain is still felt in a few districts, especially for late rice, which is reported to have 
suffered to some, extent in Partabgarh, Ballia, Ghazipur and Gorakhpur. 
Autumn crops are in good condition, except in two or three villages of the 
Moradabad district, where they have been damaged by grasshoppers. Pros¬ 
pects continue favourable. Autumn crops are being gathered. Sowings of 
spring crops are going on throughout the Provinces, and germination is reported 
to be satisfactory. Fields are being prepared for poppy in Kheri and Allahabad, 
and sowings have been begun in Ballia. Supplies and fodder are adequate. Prices 
are on the w-hole stationary, but in some districts indicate a tendency to fall. 

Punjab.—There was no rain during the week. Harvesting of autumn 
crops and picking of cotton continue in some districts. Ploughings and sow-ings 
of spring crops are in progress on irrigated areas. Sowings have not been made 
on imirrigated land to any extent, owing to the w-ant of rain, which is still badly 
needed. Standing crops on irrigated land are generally in good to average 
condition. Prospects are very gloomy in Hissar. Elsewhere barani crops 
have suffered to a great extent, owing to Ae w'ant of rain. Crops have b^en 
damaged by high winds in parts of Gurgaon, and are being damaged by field 
rats in parts ol Ferozepore and Gujrat. Cattle are generally in good condition. 
Fodder is sufficient in all districts, except perhaps Ferozepore. Test-works 
are likely to be started in the end of Noven)ber next in Hissar. The Deputy 
Commissioner of Gurgaon repo ts that the inhabitants of Rajputana {Bagris) 
are jiassing through ^he district begging. Prices of food-grains are falling 
slightly. Wheat is selling frbhi 13^ to 21, gram 13 to ao, barley 19 to 
25, maize 20 to i6|, great millet «o to 23 and bulrush-millet 17 to 35 seers per 
rupee. 

Burma.— Lower Burma : Reaping of hillside paddy has been commenc¬ 
ed in Tavoy and is almost completed in Akyab. Reaping t)f early wet w'eather 
paddy continues in two districts previously reported. Crop, prospects are favour¬ 
able. Upper Burma : Transplanting of weather paddy has been com¬ 
pleted in Magwe and Shwebo, and reaping of ekrly wet weather, paddy has been 
commenced in Thayetmyo and Magwe. Sowing of miscellaneous crops has been 
commenced in the Madaya township of Mandalay and of maize in Phkokku and 
Magwe and sowing of sesamum ift Myingyan has been completed. Reaping of 
hillside paddy continues as before in Pakokku. Most of the crops on alluvial lands 
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have been destroyed tfn account of the rise of the river and also along both banks 
of the Samoan river in Kyaukse, where further destruction has been caused by 
fresh floods. The state of standing crops on the whole is fair. The price of 
paddy has risen slightly in two districts and fallen similarly in three others. 

Elsewhere it is unchanged. 

% 

Central Provinces. —The weather has been clear and, with the excep¬ 
tion of a few light showers in the Hinganghat tahsil of Wardha, the week 
has been rainless. The absence of rain has caused some damage to late rice on 
unirrigated fields in all the rice-growing districts whilst the other autumn crops, 
especially ;uar, are withering on light soils. The harvesting of early millets and 
of early rice continues. Cotton-picking has been begun in Wardha. The sowing 
of spring crops continues, except in Wardha, where it is retarded. Germination 
is good, but in most districts insects and grasshoppers are damaging the seedlings. 
Prospects are gloomy in Saugor, especially Kharai, and in the Laon pargana and 
the Simga tahsil of the Raipur district Some anxiety for the young plants of 
winter crops is also felt in Betul. Elsewhere prospects are fair. Prices show a 
further tendency to fall, but in Damoh the price of rice has risen considerably, 
from 12 to 8^ seers. The lowest prices are—wheat 16, gram 18, rice 15 and juar 
22^-seers per rupee. The highest prices are—wheat 8f, gram 10, rice 8 and 
juar 12I seers par rupee. There are only 28 persons receiving gratuitous relief 
in Balaghat. 

Assam. —The weather was seasonable. More rain is wanted in Goalpara 
and Kamrup. Plucking of tea is in progress and its prospects have much im¬ 
proved in Darrang, are good in Sylhet and Lakhimpur, poor in Kamrup and fair 
elsewhere. Harvesting of early rice is nearly finished in Darrang, and its outturn 
is good. Sowing of pulse and ploughing for mustard are in progress. Sugarcane 
generally is thriving. The condition of late rice on the whole is good Cutting 
of jute is nearly finished and its outturn is normal in Sylhet but below 
average in Goalpara. Fodder is scarce in Cachar and in parts of Kamrup. 
Prices—common rice—Silchar and Sibsagar n, Sylhet, Tezpur and Nowgong 
10, Gauhati 9^ and Dhubri and Dibrugarh 9 seers per rupee. 

Mysore. —The rainfall was 1 inch and 36 cents in the Civil" and Military 
station, and good rain fell throughout the Province. Standing crops are in good 
condition in Bangalore, Mysore, Kolar, Tumkur and in parts of Hassan. Horse 
gram and paddy are being sown in parts. Prospects are encouraging in Ban¬ 
galore and Kolar; favourable in Mysore and Tumkur ; fair in Hassan and im¬ 
proving in Chitaldrug. Prices are steady in Bangalore, Mysore, Tumkur and 
Chitaldrug ; have slightly fallen in Kolar and in parts of Kadur; and have slightly 
risen in Hassan and in other parts of Kadur. Cattle are healthy, except in 
parts of Hassan. Water and fodder are available. More rain is wanted in 
parts of Kadur and in Hassan and Kolar. 

COORG : The rainfall was 4 inches 20 cents. Picking of cardamom and reap¬ 
ing of ragi continue. Prices of food-grains are stationary. Water and fodder 
are sufficient. 

Berar.— The rain during the week was 26 cents. Cold weather is setting 
in. Considerable damage to both juar and cotton by rats is reported. Insects 
resembling locusts are scattered over the province and are attacking the ears of 
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juar and the sprouting crops. Ploughing operations for \lnnter crops are well 
advanced. Sowings are in progress. Fodder and water are suflScient. The 
price of juar shows a tendency to fall. 

Hyderabad.— The rainfall during the week was 31 cents. The total from 
1st January is 30 inches 71 cents. Autumn crops are still under harvest. 
Standing spring crops are in good condition, but in parts young shoots are being 
spoiled by insects. Rain is badly wanted in parts of the Warangal and Gul- 
barga divisions. Grain prices have fallen slightly. Relief works were closed in 
Gulburga on the 6th October. Prices—wheat Sf, coarse rice 7^ and juar 15 
seers per halli rupee. 

Rajputana —The rainfall averaged 26 cents, in three districts of Marwar; 
elsewhere there was none. Operations for the spring crops are in progress in ten 
States and in Ajmer-Merwara and are at a standstill in Bikaner, Marwar and 
Kherwara. Standing crops have withered, where unirrigated. Harvesting of 
autumn crops continues. Prospects are unfavourable. Damage by locusts has 
been caused in five States and by rats in Kishengarh and the Todgarh tahsil of 
Merwara. Cattle are in good condition. Fodder is sufficient. Prices are falling 
in ten States, and are steady elsewhere. The cheapest grain averages 12 to so 
seers per rupee. There are 101 persons on gratuitous relief in Marwar, Sirohi 
and Jaisalmer. 

Central India.— The rainfall was slight in Gwalior, Malwa, Bhopawar 
and Indore, and none elsewhere. Agricultural operations have been commenced 
in Gwalior, have been completed in Malwa and are in progress in the other 
Agencies. The condition of the standing crops is good in Gwalior and Baghel- 
khand, average in Bhopal and Bundelkhand, indifferent in Malwa and Indore 
and bad in Bhopal. Crops are being damaged for want of moisture in Gwalior 
and Indore, by rats in Malwa and by rats, locusts and want of rain in Bhopal. 
Agricultural stock and pasturage generally are in good condition. Prices are 
steady in Gwalior, Bundelkhand and Malwa, high in Bhopal, below average in 
Bundelkhand, slightly falling in Bhopal and fluctuating in Indore. Average 
prices—Gw'alior, I3*I3 to 2to-5 ; Bundelkhand, 18 to 22 ; Malwa, 14J; Bhopa¬ 
war,‘16 ; and Indore 6^ to I3 seers the rupee. Numbers gratuitously relieved— 
Jaora, 68 ; Rutlam, 44; total, 113. 

Baroda.— The rain during the week was 19 cents. Standing crops are in 
fair condition, but have suffered from paucity of tain. Spring sowings have 
been commenced. Crops have been damaged by rats, caterpillars and locusts 
in parts of Baroda and the Kadi division. The condition of agricultural stock 
is satisfactory. Prices—dayW, 26; juar, 22 ; wheat, 22, rice, superior, 13 ; rice 
inferior, 21 pounds per rupee. Numbers on relief—works— 17,822 ; gratui¬ 
tous relief, 9,552 ; total, 27,374. 

Kashmir. —The weather was bright and is becoming colder. Prices 
are normal. Rice sells for 21 seers the rupee. Jammu Province.* There was 
no rain during the week. The condition of standing crops is good. Fodder 
is sufficient. Prices generally are stationary. Wheat sells from 15^,10 30 and 
maize 27 to 36 seers the rupee. 

*Nepal. —There was no rain. The weather is bright and warm. Standing 
crops are in good condition. The price of rice is 9^ seers for the rupee. 
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The number of persons in receipt of relief during the preceding and present 
weeks in each Province is shown in the following table:

8 . A brief description of some of the accidents which resulted in loss of 
life, injury to persons or serious damage to rolling-stock is given below'. 

East Indian railway. —On the 21st February, a pilot engine coming on to 
the goods shed line at Allahabad station collided with a wagon standing near 
the gate, resulting in the latti-r roiling hack into the shed, where it came into 
vOntact with another wagon w'hich wa(*^ -ing unloaded there, causing injury, 
16 four contractor’s coolies. 

Op t!.e 4lh March, the Bombay-Howrah Postal special train w'as totally 
derailed on the Jnbbulpore line between Birgarh and Dabhaura stations. One 
railway servant was killed, and two railway servants and two native postal 
sorters were more or less severely injured. There were seven first class pas¬ 
sengers only in the train, but they escaped with a severe shaking and a few slight 
bruises. The rolling-stock w'as considerably damaged. A detailed report of 
this accident will be found in Appendix A to the abstract returns of accidents, ‘ 

On the 3rd June, a pilot engine, while working at mile S40, Agra junction, 
collided with the engine of a special down goods train standing foul of fhe 
crossing of points No. 8. Four railway servants w'ere seriously injured, two 
hatiring subsequently died. 

7 On the 8th July, a collision occurred at Malwa station betw'een a down 
ami an up goods train, ow'ing to the driver of the former train running against 
si^tals. Three railway servants were injured, and the rolling-stock consider¬ 
ably damaged. 

On the 26th July, a down goods train was derailed near mile 118, between 
*Onddl and Raneegunge stations, owing to the line having been opened for the 
purpose of laying a cross-over road. One railway servant was injured and the 
rollipg-stock considerably damaged. 

‘ On the i6th September, ten wagons, while being shunted at Brace Bridge 
Hall, collided with eight empties, which in their turn collided with another rak'e 
of^eigbt loaded wagons, forcing the two end wagons over the curved rail dead 
end oven the side of the jetty into one of Messrs. Mackinnon, Mackenzie 
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and Company's coal barged loading in the river b^lpw. Five coolies wer< 
injured. ,

On the 28th December, a collision occurred between eng ne No. 4t tmd 
shunting engine No. 50 in the Beliaghdta yard on the Southern section, Otvttijg 
to the former having been, signalled to proceed over the cross-over points before 
the latter had passed clear of them. Two railway servants were killed. 


Bemg I-N 4 gpur railway. —On the 8th May, a cyclonic storm blew out pf 
the Khargpur station yard sixty wagons towards Madpur station, caosing a 
collision with the mail train about 3 miles from Khargpur station, considerably 
daimaging the rolling-stock. 

On the 19th August, owing to breaches on the line between Baripada Rpad 
and Balasore statioits, mileage 125 to 126, No. 61 down mail train was derailed 
at bridge No. 207. One European and ten native passengers were killed, and 
forty-nine passengers were injured, and nine carriages were completely wrecked. 
.A detailed report of this accident wiU be found tn Appenaxx B to the abstract 
returns of accidents. 


East Coast Stale railway.—On xhe nth April, a collision occurred, be.- 
tween No. 5 up and No. 6 down mixed trains at Kallikdta station, owing to the 
driver of the latter entering the station yard without having his train under 
proper control and against signals. Eight passengers and two railway servants 
were injured. 


Oudh and Rohilkhand State railway.—On the a 1st August, a collision 
occurred at Lucknow station between No. fg up goods and No 22 down mixed 
trains. A few passengers were slightly, and a railway servant was.severely, 
injured; and one railway servant was killed. The rolling-stock was con¬ 
siderably damaged. A detailed report of this accident will be found in 
Appendix C to the abstract returns of accidents. 

North Western State railway. —On the aSth May, the engine of an up 
postal special train collided with the engine of No. 19 up mixed train at 
Ludhidna station through the carelessness of both the Traffic and Locomotive 
staff. Two railway servants and a mail sorter were slightly injured. 


Qreat Indian Peninsula railway. —On the a3rd February, an up'goods 
, train collided with a down transhipment train m-ar Pdkni station, owing to the 
driver of the former disregarding signals. Two railway servants were slightly 
injured, and the rolling-stock and permanent-way damaged. 

On the 9th May, a collision occurred at Tilati station between No. 104 
up Rdichur mail train and No. 261 down goods train, owing to the points hating 
been wrongly set. Two passengers were slightly injured, and the rolling-stpcx 
and pernianent-way damaged. 


Indian Midland railway. —On the 4th April, a bullock cart while crossing 
the line at level-crossing gate No. 176 mileage •*jy, between Antri and Qwalior 
stations, was run over by the engine of No. 1 down mail train. One man riding 
on the cart was killed, and the cartman seriously injured. 


Bombay, Baroda and Central India railway. —On the nth March, a 
collision occurred at mile sGj, between Limkherd and Jdkdt stations, between 
an up special goods train and No. 41 down goods train, owing to the ^Atlon 
master of J^kot having given line clear for the latter to leave Limkhdrd Statipri 
while the section was already occupied by the former. Two rail way ;,^fvants 
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were killed, and fivp injured; and the rollinij-stock and permanent-way were 
considf rably datn^g« 4 ***,.; ;

Southern Mahratta raihvciy.—On the 22nd June, while the engine of

Burma railways —On the aSth December, No. 142 down goods train ran 
»ff the line, between Zibingyi and Thondaung stations, owing to excessive 
peed. Two railway servants were killed, and four injured. The rolling-stock 
nd permanent-way were considerably damaged. 


RESOLUTION.—With an increase of 1,131 miles, or 4'g^ per cent., in 
he mean mileage worked, and of 6,606,491 miles, or 8’45 per cent., in the 
rain-mileage run, it is noticed that, while the number of train accidents 
ncreased by 671, the total number of persons killed thereby exceeded the 
Hrpvious year’s figures by 8 only, while the number injured fell from 187 to 
'Jf7, so that taking into consideration the large increase in the mean mileage' 
vorked and train-mileage run, the results are satisfactory. The increase under 
was chiefly due to the accident on the Bengal-Nigpur railway on the 
gith August 1900, particulars of which are recorded in Appendix B. to the 
Lccompanying abstract returns of accidents.

No. 2.—In exercise of the powers conferred by section 5 of the Indian 
Registration Act, 1877 (III of 1877), sections of the Punjab Land-Revenue Act, 
1887 (XVII of 1887), section 7 of the Code of Criminal Procedure, 1JS98 (.\ct V 
of 1898), and section 48 of the North-West Frontier Province Law and Justice 
Regulation, 1901 (VII of X901), in so far as the same respectively are applicable, 
the Chief Commissioner of the North-West Frontier Province is pleased to make 
the following orders; 

(i) The district of Bannu shall comprise, and be divided into, two tahsils 
corresponding with the heretofore existing Bannu and Marwai 
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tahsils and so named, and'the said tahsils shall be sub-districts 
for the purposes -of the Indian Registration Act, 1877 (III of 
>877). _ j 

(2) The district of iJera Ismail Khan shall compr'se, and be divided into, 

three tahsils, corresponding with the huretofcre existing Tank, 
Defa Ismail Khan and Kulachi tahsils (as altered by the Notifica¬ 
tions of the Government of the Punjab, Nos. 992 and 993, dated the 
17th October, 1901), and so named, and the said tahsils shall be 
sub-districts for the purposes of the Indian Registration Act, 1877 
(III of 1877). 

(3) The Peshawar civil and sessions division shall comprise the districts 

of Peshawar and Hazara. 

(4) The Derajat civil and sessions division shall comprise the districts of 

Kohat, Bannu and Dera Ismail Khan.

West "Frontier Province is pleased to appoint the Revenue Commissioner to be 
the Inspector General of Registration for the.said Province. 

No. 6.-In exercise of the power conferred by section 220, clause (a), of 
the Indian Companies Act, 188a (VI of 1882), the Chief Commissioner of the 
North-West Frontier Province is pleased to appoint the Revenue Commissioner 
to tlie office, of Registrar of Joint. Stock Companies for that Province created 
under the said Act with the previous sanction of the Governor General in 
Council. 

No. 7 * —In exercise of the power conferred by section 6, sub-section (1), of 
the Births, Deaths and Marriages Registration Act, 1886 (VI of tS86), ihir 
Chief Commissioner of the North-West Frontier Province is pleased to appoint

Madras.— Tbe rainfall was nil in the, Circars, light in the Deccan, fair to good 
Isewherc. Water-supplie.s generally areisulficient for cultivation, except in parts of 
he Deccan Sowing, ploughing and transplanting are in progress generally, ^tand• 
ng crops generally are in fair condition, but need rain in parts of the Deccan and 
'iorth Arrot. Harvesting of early crops continues with fair outturn. Pasture 
,r.d fodder for the most part are sufficient. The condition of cattle on the whole 
5 good. Prices are falling, but are still above warning rates. Kitchen inmates— 
'uddnpah—men, 65; women, 171 ; children, 273 ; total, 509: North .^rcot— 
nen, 8; women, 31 ; children, 49; total, 88 : Anantapur—Kitchen closed. Test- 
workers—Guddapah—men, 920 ; women, 964; children, 95 ; total, 1,979. 

Bombay. —Moderate rain fell during the week in parts of Nasik Poona, 
)harwar and Kanara, more rain is urgently wanted in parts of Gujarat, the Dec- 
:an, Baroda and Rajkot for standing crops or for preparation for the spring crop, 
>ops have been slightly damaged by rats, locusts or insects in parts of S,indh, 
froach, Surat, Barada, Khandesh, Poona, Satara, Sholapur, Belgaum and Kolaba, 
.re suffering from insufficient moisture in parts of Ahmedabad, Panch Mahals, Kaira 
iurat and Baroda and generally are in good condition elsewhere Reaping of 
.utumn crops's nearly over in Satara and is in progress in Sindh, Kaira, Surat, the 
Deccan, the Karnatak, the Knnkan and Rajkot. Cotton prospects generally are 
avou’-ablerin Broach, Surat, Nasik, Khandesh and the Karnatak and picking con- 
inues in Khandesh. Preparations for the spring crops are in progress in parts of. 
■Carachi .and Shikarpur : sowings have been completed in Shdapur, are nearly over 
n Bijapur, Belg.aum and Broach and are in progress in parts of Larkana, Hyder* 
ibad, Kaira, Surat, Nasik, Ahmednagar, Poona, Satara, Uharwar, Rajkot, Wadh- 
van and Baroda. The fodder-supply is deficient in parts of Sholapur and Dhar- 
var. Agricultural stock generally is sufficient for cultivation. Prices have fallen 
n eleven districts and are stationary elsewhere. Price of rice is slightly over 
lormal in Gujarat, Deccan, Konkan and the Karnatak, but easier than ir),,i900. 
Vice of bafri is about normal in Gujarat, over normal in the Deccan and the Kon- 
tan and considerably over normal in the Karnatak and, compared with 1900, is 
ronsiderably easier. Price of ;itar over normal in Gujara*^ ard considerably over 
lormal in the Deccan, the Konkan and the Karnatak and, compared with 1900, 
s considerably easier. Price of wheat is over normal in Gujarat and the Konkan 
md considerably over normal in the Deccan and the Karnatak, but easier than in 
1900. Prices of cheapest food-grain in pounds per rupee at head-quarters—Ah- 
iiedabad,32 ; Kaira, 38 ; Panch Mahals, 33; Sholapur, 38^ J ; Ahmednagar, 30^ ; 
Poona, 27/0 i Nasik, 261^0 i Satara, 32® ; Bijapur, ig^o ; and Belgaum, 34. 

Daily q^verage numbers on relief— British Districts —on relief works, 
52,273 ; defendants, 8,543 •, total on works, 60,816. In poor-houses, 4,426; on 
willage relief, 43,273; total on gratuitous relief, 46,699. Figures for Ahmedabad, 
\hmednagar apd Belgaum are incomplete. NATIVE STATES —on relief works, 
13.674; dependants, 1,041 ; total on works, 14,713* poor-houses, 2,696; on 
Tillage relief, 864 ; total on gratuitous relief, 3,560. Grand total, 125,790. 

Bengal. —With the exception of a fall of s‘8o inches at Siliguri in the 
ilstrict of Darjeeling and very light showers in Dinajpur, Jalpaiguri and Rangpur, 
no rain fell during the week anywhere in the Province. ^ The prospects of winter 
rice continue to be unfavourable in several districts, specially those in Bihar, owing 
to insufficient rain. Lands are being prepared for and sown with spring crops, but 
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progress is retarded in parts of Bihar and also in so%e pther parts of the Prov¬ 
ince for want of sufficient moisture. Fodder is dear a/c Arrah and insufficient in 
|)laces in Darl'hanga, but water is'everywhere plentiful. The price of common 
rice has risen in fifteen districts, fallen in ten and is ftatioitary in the rest. 

North-Western Provinces and Oudh. —The weather has been bright 
and seasonable during the week throughout the Provinces. More rain is wanted 
in Muttra, Dehra Dun, Bijnor,^Benares and l!|j|irzapur for standi|ig cr.tps or 
spring cultivation. The late rice crop is reported to be withering for w'ant of 
rain in Jaunpur, Ballia and Gorakhpur, while sugarcane in Azamgarh and Ballia 
and standing crops in parts of Jhansi have suffered slightly from insufficiency of 
moisture. Autumn crops generally are in good condition. Rice, millets, pulses 
and scsamura are being harvested. Cotton is being picked in Aligarh, Mainpuri, 
Faruckhabad, Sitapur, Banda and Cawnpore. Sowings of wheat and barley 
are in progress and that of gram approaching completion. Agricultural opera¬ 
tions for the cultivation of poppy continue. Markets are well stocked and fodder 
is ample. Prices remain generally stationary with a falling tendency in some 
districts. 

• Punjab.—There was no rain during the w'eek. Prices—the price of 
wheat is generally unchanged with a slight tendency to rise. A fall in ihe price 
of wheat is, however, reported from Dera Ismail Khan and the price is giving 
way in Peshawar. The prices of other food staples are fluctuating. Wheat is 
selling from 13^ to ar, gram to 25, maize I5f to 26^-, great 

millet 21 1023, bulrush millet 17^ to a6and barley 18 to 28 seers per rupee. 
Spring crops are still being sown on irrigated areas and the harvesting of autumn 
crops continues. Cotton is being picked in most districts. Generally .speaking 
no sowings have been made on dry lands for want of rain, which is badly wanted 
throughout the Province. The condition and prospect of standing irrigated 
crops are said to be good in Sialkot, Gujrat and Peshawar; and average to 
below average in other districts. The outturn of cotton is above the average 
in Sialkot. Unirrigated crops are in a very poor condition. The crops on dry 
Jands have totally failed in Hissar and are withering in Sialkot for want of rain. 
Crops have been damaged by rats in parts ol Umballa, Ferozepore, Lahore and 
Gujrat and by insufficiency of canal water in Karnal. I he sugarcane crop has 
also been damaged by high winds in Gurgaon. Cattle are generally in good 
condition. Pasturage fodder is sufficient in all districts, except in parts of 
Karnal. But the supply of green fodder is decreasing in Ferozepore. Test- 
works are likely to be opened in Hissar- Bikaneris are passing through Gur¬ 
gaon, j^nd Hissaris and Bagris through Karnal, begging and in search of 
work. 

Burma — Lower Burma *. Reaping of hillside paddy has been completed 
in Akyab. Crop prospects continue good in all districts. UPPER Burma: 
Reaping of early paddy continues in Thayetmyo and the Taungdwingyi sub¬ 
division of Magwe and has been commenced in Shwebo and the Mogaung sub¬ 
division of Myitkyina. Reaping of hillside paddy is progressing. Plucking of 
cotton continues in Mying^an. Ploughing for and sowing of peas and miscel¬ 
laneous crops and the cultivation of alluvial soil are in progress. Transplanting 
of paddy continues in the Amarapura township of Mandalay. Standing crops 
are fair to good, except for floods in low lyigg places in the Upper Ch^dwin and 
want of rain in the Singu township of Mandalay, where paddy nurseries and 
sesamum have been damaged. Price of paddy has fallen in Rangoon and 
Thayetmyo and has risen in two districts. • 

« 

Central Provinces. —The weather has been generally clear and the 
week has been rainless. The harvesting of early rice and other autumn crops 
continues. The picking of cotton has commenced in Nimar and Chhindwara 
and continues in Wardha. The autumn crops, especially rice and ;uar, are 
deteriorating in several districts. Insects are still damaging iii and juat in some 
parts. The sowing of spring crops continues, but in some districts has been 
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stopped owing to lac^ of moisture. For the same reason the germination of some 
of the early spring crSps has been poor. Insects are also causing considerable 
dam.nge to the young ieedlings in most districts. Last week’s rain has slightly 
improved prospects in the Hinganghat tahsilof the Wardha district. Prospects 
are still bad in Saugor, where the wheat area damaged by insects has been in 
great part resown with gram. 1 he rice and iodon crops are reported to be dying 
in parts of the Simga tahsil and Laon pargana of the Raipur district, where pros¬ 
pects are gloomy. In other parts of Chhattisgarh prospects are fair. Prices still 
show a tendency to fall. The lowest prices are—wheat i 6 \, gram 17J, rice 16 
ahd/« r 22 3 r seers per rupee. The highest prices are—wheat 8|, gram 11, 
rice 8 and ;uar 13J seers per rupee. , 

Assam.— The weather is seasonable. More rain is wanted in Goal para. 
The plucking of tea is in progress. Prospects have much improved in Uarrang, 
are good in .Sylhet and La.khiinour and fair elsewhere. Harvesting of early rice 
is nearly fini.shed in Darrang. The outturn is good. The sowing of pulse and 
plotlghing lor mustard are in progress. Prospects of sugarcane and late rice are 
generally good Cutting of jute has been finished. Outturn is normal in Sylhet 
and below average in Goalpara for want of sufficient rain. Fodder is insuffi¬ 
cient in Cachar and in parts of Kamrup. Prices—common rice—Silchar 13; 
Sylhet, and Nowgong 10^; Ohubri and Dibrugarh 9, Gauhati and Tezpur 10 
and Sibsagar 12 seers per rupee. 

Mysore. —Twenty-.seven cents of rain fell during the week-in the Civil 
and Military station of Bangalore. There has been good rain throughout the 
Province. e-Kcept in Chitaldrug. The standing crops are in good condition in 
parts of Chitaldrug and in Bangalore, Mysore, Kolar, Hassan and Tumkur. 
Hagt and paddy are be.ng harvested in parts and in other parts paddy and horse 
gram are being sown. «Piospects are good in Mysore, favourable in Bangalore 
and Tumkur and fair in Kolar, Hassan and Chitaldrug. Prices are steady in Kolar, 
have slightly fallen in Bangalore, Mysore-, Tumkur and in parts of Hassan, 
Kadur and. Chitaldrug and have slightly risen in other parts of Hassan, Kadur 
and Chitaldrug. Cattle are hcaltny, except in parts of Hassan. Water and 
fodder are available. More rain is wapted in parts of Kadur and in Hassan * 
and Chitaldrug. 

COOKG :The rainfall for the week was 93 cents. Picking of cardamom and 
reaping of ragi has been completed. Picking of coffee has commenced. Prices 
of food-grains are stationary. Water and fodder are sufficient. 

Berar. —The week was rainless^and the weather is cool. Standing crops 
are generally in good condition. Some damage by rats and locusts is reported 
from places. The preparation of land for ensuing crop is rearing completion. 
Sowings are in progress. Fodder and water are ample. The price of grain has 
slightly fallen in parts of three districts. 

Hyderabad. —The rainfall during the week was i cent.: total from ist 
January 20 inches 72 cents. The crop on irrigated area is under harvest. The 
autumn harvest is progressing. The spring sowings are in need of rain in 
Warangal and Gulburga divisions. The prices of grain have fallen slightly., 
Tpial persons on relief works in Aurangabad division for weeks ended 19th and 
a6th October 130 and 14 workers, respectively ; for weekended 2nd November 
35 workers. Prices—wheat sJ, coarse riceyjl and jowari 15^ seers per halli 
rupee 

Rajputana—No'raki fell during the week. The harvesting of autymn 
crops is gt^jng on in Biwner, Jaisalmer, Jaipur, Kishengarh, Jhallawar, Alwar, 
Bharatpur and Ajmer-A^wara. Standing crops have withered in Jaisalmer, 
are bad in Haraoti and Tonk and very poor to bad in Kherwara. The outturn 
is estimated at 1 2 annajTin the eastern and 8 annas or less in the western districts 
of Jaipur, iifhile in Ajmef-Merwara 4 annas in bar ant and 8 annas in irrigated areas. 
Estimates elsewhere ndt reported. Crops have been damaged by locusts, rats, 
etc., in Bikanir, Marwat, Kherwara, Kotah and Jhallawar and slightly in one 
circle of Ajmer-Merwara. Ploughing and sowing operations for the autumn 
harvest are going on, except in Bikaner, Marwar and Kherwara. Cotton-picking 
is in progress in Jaipur and Kishengarh. A lair outturn of the cotton crop js 
expected id Ajmer-Merwara. The cattle are in good condition and fodder is 
generally sufficient. Prices are falling in 11 States in Ajmer-Merwara, 
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fluctuating in Marwar, rising in Mewar and steady elsewhere. Cheapest 
prices—average 1 r4 to aaj seers per rupee- One hundred and one persons are 
on gratuitous relief in Marwar, Jaisalmer and Sirohi. 

Central India. —The rainfall was slight in Malwa and Indore ; none 
fell elsewhere. Agricultural operations have been completed in Malwa and 
are in progress in the other Agencies. The condition of standing crops 
is good in Gwalior and Baghelkhand, fair in Bhopal and Malwa, average in 
Bundelkhand and Indore and bad in Bhopawar. Crops have been damaged 
for want of moisture in Gwalior, by rats in Malwa, by rats and locusts ih 
Bhopawar and by locusts in Indore. Agricultural stock and pasturage ave 
generally good. ^Prices are steady in Gwalior, Bundelkhand and Malwa, high 
in Bhopal, below average in Bundelkhand, slightly falling in Bhopawar and 
fluctuating in Indore. Average prices—Gwalior, 13-6 to 23*8; Bundelkhand, 
i8to3i; Malwa and Bhopawar, 16; and Indore, 6 to 13. Locusts visited 
parts of the Indore territory in October and caused appreciable damage in jhe 
Timel and Lathkhedi parganas. The number of persons gratuitously relieved 
as—Jaora, 54 ; Rutlam, 44; total 98. 

Baroda. —The standing crops have been much damaged by ravages of 
rats, locusts and caterpillars in places. The ciops are in a fair conditinri, but 
generally poor, owing to deficient rain. Spring sowings continue, but prospects 
are gloomy, owing to want of sufficient moisture and ravages of rats. The condi¬ 
tion of agricultural stock is fair. Prices—26; juar, 22; wheat, 21 ; 
rice, superior, 13 ; inferior, 20 pounds per rupee. Numbers on relief w’orks— 
Baroda, i7,;-40; gratuitous relief, 10,700; total, 28,640. 

Kashmir. —The weather is bright and is becoming colder. Prices are 
normal. Rice 20 seers per rupee. Jammu Rrovi.nCE : ^^o rain fell during the 
week. Prices are generally stationary. Wheat from j6| to 30; maize 27 to 
36. The condition of standing crops is good. Spring sowings have com¬ 
menced. Fodder is sufficient. 

Nepal.—There was no rain during the wesk. The weather is fine. Mornings 
And evenings have begun to be chilly. Lowland rice is being reaped. Price of 
rice is 9^ seers for the rupee.

I have the honour to .submit the Annual Report on the Post Office of India 
for the year ended the 31st March 1901. In accordance with the instructions 
of Government conveyed to me in Finance and Commerce Department letter 
No. 1830-S.R., dated the 11th April 1901, the report also comprises a review 
of the progress of the Department during the period from 1896-97 to 1900-01, 
in comparison with the results of the two preceding quinquennial periods. 

This is the first quinquennial report that has been submitted on the Post Office 
of India. 

2. The administration of the Department was in my hands during the whole 

year, with the exception of a few days at the end of March 1901. ^ 

3. The continuous delivery scheme was still further extended in Bombay Principal 
and was successfully introduced at Simla, while it continued to be worked in land pVa!" 
Calcutta with satisfactory results. Substantial improvements also were made 

in the delivery arrangements at Lahore and Rangoon. Towards the end of the 
year the prohibition hitherto in force against the acceptance of currency 
notes of foreign circles as de.posits in the Post Office Savings Bank was with¬ 
drawn, and orders were issued restricting the amount of current gold coin that 
may be sent in an inland parcel to twenty sovereigns. The plague continued 
in the localities previously affected, and made its appearance for the first time 
in parts of the North-Western Provinces. Except in Bihar, it was less virulent 
in its general character than in former years, but still caused much anxiety to 
tl.e local officers of the Department. Fewer postal servants (97 in all) suc¬ 
cumbed to this disease in 1900-01 than in either of the two preceding years, but 
the Department has paid a heavy toll to plague since its appearance in this 
country, the total number of deaths from this cause being not less than five hundred. 

There were some cases of desertion of duty on the part of postal servants owing 
to the fear of plague, but, tn the other hand, there were many instances of loyal 
and courageous conduct, and I sanctioned- special rewards in 81 cases, chiefly 
to postmen in Bihar, for devotion to duty in circumstances of extreme trial. 

In the Punjab and Rajputana there were further causes of anxiety from 
famine, cholera and malarial fever of a specially fatal type. The Punjab estab¬ 
lishments had been depleted for sending field post offices to China, and the 
resources of the Postmaster-General were taxed to the uttermost in finding 
suitable candidates to fill the many vacancies caused by death and sicknes.i. 

In Rajputana the demand for new men was not so great, but in parts of the 
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circle mail communicationsj were maintained only with the greatest difficulty, 
mail carriers in some instances having to be obtained from the outside. 

In June and July 1900 arrangements were made, at short notice, for the 
equipment and despatch to China of field post offices to accompany the 
British Contingent of the .China Field Force sent from this ^country. The entire 
arrangements were under the control of the Postinaster-General, Punjab, and 
of a total establishment of 168 postal" officers deputed to China, 133 were drawn 
from the Punjab itself. A separate report has been submitted regarding the 
work of the field posts in Chiiui. 

The postal arrangements in the N^ative States of Jhallawar and Kotah in 
Rajputana were amalgamated with the Imperial Post on the ist November 1900 
and I St March 1901, respectively. In the case of Kotah, the amalgamation 
was a measure of some importance, attended with the opening of 23 new 
post offices and 365 miles of mail lines. 

The last remaining sections of the Bengal^Nagpur Railway between Kolaghat 
and Howrah were opened to traffic during the year, thereby completing railway 
communication by the East Coast route between Calcutta and Madras. Owing 
to this, the transmission of mails between Bengal and Southern India was consi¬ 
derably accelerated, and towards the end of the year the service was still further 
improved by the introduction of revised time tables, by which the time occupied 
in transit between Calcutta and Madras has how been reduced to about 48 
hours. Direct railway communication between Sind and Rajputana was also 
completed during the year by the opening of the section between Barmer 
and Shadipalli; and mails can now be sent with advantage by this through 
railway route between Karachi and Bombay every day except on the actual 
days of departure of the direct mail steamers. 

There were serious and protracted breaks on various railways during the 
year, which caused interruptions in the mail service. The most important of 
these were the breaches of the Darjeding-Himalayan Railway and the Delhi- 
Umballa-Kalka Railway during the rains of 1900. The Interruption in the first 
case lasted for two months, from the 15th June to the 16th August 1900, and in 
the second case for about seven weeks, from the 16th July to the 4th September 
1900. 

Finally in pursuance of the accepted policy of raising pay on account of 
the growth of money responsibility as well as work, increases in pay and 
allowances were sanctioned in the case of isS sub-postmasters, no departmental 
branch postma-sters and 148 extra-departmental agents. Moreover, the minimum 
pay was raised for head postmasters in the Madras Presidency. 

4. The foreign parcel post was extended to thb United States of America, 
Formosa, and the Caroline, Pelew, Marianne and Marshtdl Islands, wfjile the . 
system of insurance of parcels was extended to New South Wales and Uni¬ 
ted States of America. A direct exchange of parcels was introduced between 
India and Siam, in supersession of the previously existing exchange through the 
intermediate agency of the Post Office of Netherlands-India. The parcel 
and money order exchanges with the Orange River Colony, which had been 
temporarily closed in consequence of the war in South Africa, and the parcel 
exchange with Greece, which had been, suspended^n account of quarantine 
restrictions, were resumed during the year. On the other hand, the parcel post 
to Reunion was temporarily suspended. Special arrangements were made with 
Ceylon, in view of the close relations subsisting between the two countries, for 
furnishing the senders of telegraphic money orders and registered parcels with 
the actual acknowledgments of the persons receiving the money or parcels. 

New Zealand, the Orange River Colony and the Transvaal were added to 
^e list of colonies which have adopted the Imperial Penny Postage scheme. 
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5. According lo the sanctioned time ta<bles of 4 hc Peninsulair and Oriental Working of 
Steana Navigation Company, the outward steamca-s with the European mails o® 
were due in Bombay at noon on Saturday of e^ch week. During the year 
under report, the coptraci time was exceeded on five dccasions, the delay ih the 
two cases in which it was material beipg due to the fact that the Suez Canal 
was blocked by the grounding of other steamers. On 15 occasions the mail 
steamer, arrived c.r Friday, up 83 occasions on Saturday, on 3 ^ceases 
on Sunday, and :<m i occasion on Monday. The shortest time occupied in 
transit by the mail from l^ndon to Bontbay was s 3 days, 8 hours and 10 minutes 
while the average time for the year was 14 days, 5 hours and 56 minutes’ 

In the opposue direction, that is, from Bombay to London, the quickest transit 
was 13 days, ,i hour and ap minutes, while the average time ior the year was 
i4 dayiy £ hours and 6 ipinutes. 

Section I.—Post offices and postal communications. 

(*) Post ofBees, letter*‘bo*eB and village postmen. 

6. Appendix I shows the number of post offices, letter-boxes and village Post office,, 
postmen, both Im^rial and District Post, in each circle at the close of the year, 

as compared with the corresponding figures at the close of the previous year! 

There was an increase, during the year, of 573 post offices and 1,503 letter¬ 
boxes. The increase was greatest in Madras and the Punjab as regards post 
offices, and in Madras and Bombay as regards letter-boxes. The number of 
post offices in the charge of school-masters and other persons who are not 
regular servants of the Department rose from 7,231 to 7,809. 

7. The total number of post offices was 9,419 in 1890-91, 11,061 in 1895-96, Growth of 
and now at the end of 1900-01 stands at 12,970. There has been, therefore, a steady 
increase in the number of post offices opened during the last decade, to which for rural 
Madras and the Punjab have contributed the largest share. The new offices 
opened year by year are chiefly small village offices, though since 1890-91 our 

totals have been increased by our taking over the management of the Kashmir 
posts in 1894 and the management of the posts of various minor Native States 
since then. The new ■village offices have, for the most part, been opened in 
charge of extra-departmental agents, as they are termed, and the growth of 
this agency will be seen from the following figures. The number of post 
offices in charge of these agents, who are not regular servants of the Depart¬ 
ment, was 4,017 in 1890-91, 5,956 in 1895-96, and 7,809 at the close of the year 
under report. The large majority of these agents are Government school¬ 
masters, and we owe it largely to the cordial co-operation of the officers of the 
Educational Department that we have been able of late years to open so 
many post offices in the interior of districts all of which necessarily pay their 
way accofding to a strict test before they are made permanent. 

The provision of letter-boxes has received much attention during the last 
decade. The total number of these boxes was 14,309 in 1890-91, 19,390 in 
1895-96, and 25,509 in 1000-01. There was thus an increase of 5,000 during the - 
first period of five years and of 6,000 during the second period. The average 
rate of progress has been 1,000 a year, a rate which has sensibly increased 
during'the last few years. More, has ^en done of late in this direction in 
Madras, the Punjab, and Bombay than elsewhere, and more required to be done 
in the two first-named circles, but the energy that has been displayed in each 
of these provinces may well be imitated in some other parts of India. In most 
provinces a special village directory has beep compiled for the use of postal 
officials, and when the figures of the new census can be obtained, a systematic 
review of villages will be undertaken in order that it may be ascertained where 
fresh letter-boxes are still required. 
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The total number of village postmen, or rural messengers, was 6,351 in 
1890-91, 7,291 in 1895-96, [and now stands at 7,936. There has been less in¬ 
crease, therefore, during thel^st five years than during the preceding quinquennial 
period, and the rate of progress, judged by the figures standing alone, may 
appear to be slow. It must not, however, be inferred from this that the delivery of 
letters in the interior of districts has not been receiving attention. I have 
already dwelt on the development of small offices in charge of village school¬ 
masters or other agents, and many places, which a few years ago would have 
been served by a village postman, have now a small post office of their own. 
Moreover, many of those who-were formerly designated village postmen are no 
longer included under that head, as all delivery agents who return each day to 
the post office to which they are attached are now classified as postmen. The 
total number of postmen and village postmen, taken together, was 14,802 for 
1890-91, 16,871 for 1895-96, and 19,141 for 1900-01.

8. In Appendix I also are shown the distances over which mails were con¬ 
veyed in each circle by the various agencies employed by this Department. ■ The 
total figures for the year under report are given in the following statement in 
comparison with those of the previous year:—

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It might have been expected that with the expansion of the railway system 
the total length of runners’ lines would tend t« decrease, but this has not been 
the case. The actual distance over which mafts are carried by runners is now 
85,033 miles, as compared with 8>,071 miles in 1895-96 and 74,630 miles in 
1890-91. It will be seen that the increase during the period that ended with 
1895-96 was more marked than during the last five years, and for this there were 
special causes. In 1894 the Kashmir posts were amalgamated with the Imperial 
system, and this brought l ,300 additional miles of runners’ lines on to our regis¬ 
ters, while during the five years ending with 1895-96 there was an important 
extension of runners' lines in Burma'and also in the Central Provinces. More¬ 
over, it has to be remembered that the opening, year by year, of numerous small 
post offices in the interior of districts with their connecting lines accounts in the 
aggregate for a large increase in mileage. 

It may seem strange that boat communications should be included under 
the same head as runners’ lines, but in various parts of the coitntry the two are 
in point of fact interchangeable. In Eastern Bengal, for instance, each year, 
with the advent of the monsoon, more than i,3oo miles of road over which mails 
had been carried by runners, regularly become waterways, only navigable by 
boats. Apart from this, boat services are maintained throughout the year on 
rivers in Eastern Bengal, Assam, and Burma, though these services, especially 
in Burma, have been supplanted of late years by steamer services and the ex¬ 
tension of the railway in that province. The total length of boat communica¬ 
tions was 2,286 miles in 1890-91, 2,490 miles in 1895-96, and 1,561 miles in 
1900-01. It may be mentioned that what is, perhaps, the most interesting boat 
service maintained by the Department, has been temporarily suspended owing 
to the plague. This is the catamaran, or surf-boat, service between Point 
Calimere, in the Tanjore district, and Kankesanturai, the most northern point of 
Ceylon. Mails have been sei)t daily by this route, a distance of forty miles, for 
more than half a century, though the service has lost its original importance 
since the establishment of a daily steamer communication between Tuticorin and 
Colombo. 

Under the heading mail tonga lines, which includes horse and camel posts, 
there has been an increase of 3,500 miles since 1890-91, the total mileage having 
risen from 4,400 in that year to 6,839 *895*96 and to 7,937 in 1900-01, Mails 

are carried by camels only in Rajputana and Sind, and there has been no increase 
of late years in the number of camel posts. There has been, however, a 
material increase in the mileage over which mails are carried by horses or mules, 
chiefly owing to the extension of these posts in Burma and on the borders of 
Baluchistan. The number of small mail tonga services constantly tends to 
increase, but the greatest development in these services has been in the Punjab, 
owing to the tonga line from Murree to Srinagar having become an Imperial 
postal line in 1894, and owing, to the establishment of similar services on the 
North-West Frontier and on the road to Chitral. 

The total mileage of steamer lines is now 15,82a, as compared with 15,493 
in 1895-96 and 13,680 in 1890*91. Thie increase during the first period was 
mainly due to the establishment of certain local steamer services in Bengal and 
to the introduction in 1894 of a contract steamer service between Madras and 
Rangoon and of a regular daily service between Tuticorin and Colombo under a 
revised contract entered into with the British India Steam Navigation Com¬ 
pany in that year.

compared with 138,989 received during the pmceding year. There was thus 
an increase of 13^03 per cent, in the numbe* of parcels received and of 0*98 
per cent, in the nihittfer of parcels despatched by tlie foreign parcel post. 

The number of parceh received from the United Kingdom, was 120,219, 
as compared with 108,43a during the preceding year, while the number of 
parcels despatched hoirie from this country showed a falling off from 74,696 to 
70,936. Thenuniberof parcels received by the Brindisi route was 12,165 
as compared with y.ooB during the preceding year, and the number of parcels 
despatched home by that route was 11,890 as compared with q,6s'; durine 
the previous year. 

The number of parcels received from countries other than the United 
Kingdom was 36,884 during 1900-01 as compared with 30,557 during the 
preceding year, while the number of parcels despatched from this country was 
73,491 as compared with 68,329 during the previous year. This increase is 
due in great measure to the continued growth of the parcel post with Ceylon 
and the development of the traflBc with the Straits Settlements. 

13. The figures given in Appendix 11 show that 533,282,742 letters, Delivery 
postcards, newspapers, packets and parcels were issued for delivery durinir the

year, and that 12,922,465 money orders were issued for payment, making a 
grand total for all these classes of articles of 545,205,207, as compared with 
521,511,535 in i 899>1900. Of the total number issued for delivery or payment, 
it is estimated that 533,023,150, or 9777 per cent., were actually delivered or 
paid during the year under report, as compared with 508,916,838, or 97*59 per 
cent., during the previous year. These figures in the case of parcels and money 
orders are actual figures, but in the case of the other articles are founded on 
an enumeration made twice during the year for a period of a week on each 


occasion. 

14. The total number of letters, postcards and other articles, excluding 'Vork of 
money orders, that reached one or other of the ten Dead Letter Offices was 
4,579,071, as compared with 4,345,378 received in the previous year, and 
details of the distribution of these articles among these offices and the manner 
of their disposal will be found in Appendix 111 . Of the total number of articles, 
933^643—or 30*39 per cent., as compared with 19*93 per cent, in the previous 
yeai>__were re-directed and issued for delivery to the persons to whom the}' were 
addressed, while 8,399,251—or 53*40 per cent., as compared with 53*14 per cent, 
in the previous year—were issued for return to the senders, though out of these 
about 11 per cent, in all came back again to the Dead Letter Offices. The 
total number finally found to be unretumable was 1,585,664, and these were 
deposited as dead. This last figure is only 0*3 per cent, of the total number of 
articles given out for delivery in the year^ and a large proportion of the unretum- 
able articles were from their nature not capable of delivery. As usual, a large 


amount of valuable property was found in letters and other articles that had to be 
opened in order that the senders might be traced. The property included 
cheques, hupdis, currency notes and coins, and amounted in all to R3,36,064-13-6 
and 161-13-10, the whole of which was successfully deliverdd to the owners 
with the exception of money and other articles of the total value of R 31,954-3-0 


and 136-7-8* * 

The object lessons to be learnt fi'om the work of the Dead Letter Offices 

are always tbe same, but none the less require to’be constantly re-taught. 
The Dead Letter Office is the bourne of the utiaddressed envelope, the 
photograph that is insecurely packed and the newspaper that comes apart 
from its ^flimsy and ill-fastened wrapper. Every year thousands of letters and 
book packets reach the various Dead Letter Offices with absolutely blank 
faces. In the Bengal office, where statistics were kept, some nine thousand of 
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these unaddressed articles hadito be dealt with during 1900-01. Many ol 
them are circular letters and q/dvertisements which are issued in enormous 
quantities, so that it is easily’intelligible how s6me of them come to be over¬ 
looked at the time when the addresses are being written; but the annals of each 
year contain strange instances of letters addressed, in a moment of absence of 
mind, to the writer’s own name, and of business communications, and letters 
with valuable contents, posted to addresses that do not exist, or with no 
addresses at all. As regards photographs, which hold an important place in 
modern life, the simple precaution of wTiting the name and address of the sender 
on the back would prevent many tokens of affection or friendship being ulti¬ 
mately consigned to the flames. Attention has been drawn to this point from 
time to time, but, as the experience of the Dead Letter Offices shows, without 
much result. There has been an improvement of late )'ears in the matter of 
closing newspapers sent out to this country from the United Kingdom. At any 
rate, fewer newspapers and periodicals in proportion to the total number of these 
articles are now received in the Bombay Dead Letter OfHce separated from 
their wrappers. Special enquiries still continue to be made whenever detached 
wrappers are received with names and addresses upon them, but nothing to in¬ 
dicate what the contents of the wrappers were, and by this means during the 
year under report the delivery was effected of a number of newspapers which 
would otherwise have had to be treated as dead. 

As an instance of the freaks of human nature, of which each year supplies 
fresh examples, it may be mentioned that in the Lahore Dead Letter Office it 
was found that a quantity of letters containing blank pieces of paper had been 
posted at different places in the Punjab to fictitious addresses apparently by 
some person of unsound mind. 

It may be noted that during the year a letter for an Indian official, now 
in England, was posted at a small town in Rajputana addressed to “ Cam- 
berley ” without the country of destination. At the time Kimberley was in 
minds, and-to a- native of India the distinction betw'een Camberley and 
Kimberley is slight. The letter, therefore, was despatched to South Africa, 
whence it was re-directed to England and safely readied the person for whom 
it was intended in Surrey. 

15. There has been a continuous and rapid growth during the last ten years 
in the number of letters, postcards, newspapers and book packets as will be seen 
from the figures given in the statement on the opposite page, which, it should be 
remembered, are in all cases estimated figures. In the case of each of these 
classes of postal articles the percentage of increase shown by the figures for 
1900-01 over the figures for 1890-91 is” more than double the percentage of in¬ 
crease over the figures for 1895-96. 

In the total number of letters issued for delivery there has been a large 
and progressive increase during the last ten years. The number of registered 
letters also has been steadily increasing during this period. It was 6 millions 
In 1890-91, 8 millions in 1895-96, and lo| millions in 1900-01. The estimated 
number of unpajd letters was a6 millions in 1890-91, a8 millions in 1895*96, and 
29 millions in 1900-01. There has been some varis^^ion of late in the number 
of these letters posted from year to year, but the total has never reached 30 
millions. The proportion, therefore, of unpaid letters has been sensibly decreas¬ 
ing in relation to paid letters. The constantly ingreasing popularity of the post¬ 
card, as well as the large general use of the half-annai embossed envelope, 
account for this to a great extent, and the old belief that an unpaid letter w'as 
more sure of being delivered, at any rate in the interior of districts, than a letter 
on which the postage had been prepaid, is gradually being given up. How 
tenacious habit is, however, will be seen from the fact that the parts of India 
n which the proportion of unpaid to paid letters is the highest are the same 
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as they were ten years ego. This proportion is still highest in Burma, in 
Assam, Bihar and the North-Western Provinces and Oudh, though in every case 
the relative proportion of unpaid letters to that of paid letters is lower than 
before. The emigrant population from Bihar and the North-Western Provinces 
and Oudh still, as a rule,postJetterstotheirhome8 without prepaying the postage, 
and it is a matter of interest to note that, although the total number of letters 
for delivery is about the same in the United Provinces as in the Punjab, the 
unpaid letters amount to 5 millions as compared with aj- millions in the latter 
province. 

The most remarkable feature of the statement, however, is the increase in 
the number of postcards. In 1900-01 the Department delivered 64} million 
more postcards than in 1895-96 and 117 million more than in 1890-91. The 
popularity of the postcard as a form of comrauaication has long been well 
established in this country. The rate of postage, a qusirter of an anna, is one 
of the cheapest postcard rates in the world, and the postcard itself ia sold for 
the denominated value of the stamp. 


I'here w'as also a considerable increase in the total number of articles of all 
kinds sent by the packet post, including book-packets, pattern packets and news¬ 
papers. The total number was 35 millions in 1890-91,47 millions in 1895-96 
and 60 millions in 1900-01. In 1898 separate rates of postage were introducg^ 
for registered newspapers, and since then only registered newsp.a^j.g‘ have 
been shown in the returns under the separate head Qther 

newspapers being classified as book packets. It is not , therefore 

to show the separate growth of newspapers as a whfjfe during the last ten 
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parison with the figures for the years 1890-9f and 1895^96, are given in the the Umted

There has been a marked increase during the last ten years in the 
number of letters exchanged with the United Kingdom, for which thei;e are two 
special causes in the reduction of the letter postage from /^\d. to 2\d, (or from 
4^ to 3^ annas) the half ounce, at the beginning of 1891, and in the further 
reduction of the postage to irf. or i anna the half ounce with effect from Christ¬ 
mas Day, 1898. For several years before 1890-91 the number of letters 
received from the United Kingdom and despatched to that country had been 
about aj millions; it rose to about 3 ''millions in each direction in 1895-96, 
and has gone on increasing up to the present time. It is a noticeable fact, 
however; that with the introduction of the Imperial penny postage, the letters 
from the United Kingdom have shown a tendency to increase faster than the 
letters sent home from India. On the figures of the last two years the total 
number of letters received from the United Kingdom is about 4^ millions, while 
the total number sent home has been only 3I millions. 

In the case of the newspaper and book-packet mails there has always been 
a great preponderance in the number received from the United Kingdom over 
the number despatched from this country, and a remarkable increase has been 
going on in the number of these articles. The total number received from the 
United Kingdom was nearly 3 millions in 1890-91, more than 4^ millions in 
1895-96, and has now grown to 7f millions. At the same time there has been 
an increase, although a much smaller increase, in the number of newspapers and 
book-packets sent home froun' this country. Thd total number was about 
600,000 in 1890-91, nearly one million in 1895-96, and has now increased to 
millions^ 

18. The correspondence exchanged with countries other than the United r.rowth oi 
Kingdom has also been steadily growing. It is estimated On the last g<meral correspond 

Union statistics taken in 1896 that 2,109,500 letters and post-cards were being w.th 

sent in a year from India by the foreign post to countries other than the United other than 
Kingdom, and that 2,157,792, or much the saine^umber, of letters and 
post-cards, were being received from those countries in a year. As regards 
newspapers, packets and samples, the number estimated for the year was 
1,611,921 from India and 1,348,685 to India. These figures showed a con¬ 
siderable advance on those obtained from the previous general Union statistics 
taken in 1893. This was mainly due to a large development of corres¬ 
pondence between India and the British colonies of Ceylon, Australasia, 
Hong-Kong and the Straits Settlements which followed upon the establishment 
in 1894. of what is practically a daily steamer service between Tuticorin and 
Colombo. Since 1896.no general Union statistics have been taken, in accord- 
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ance with a decision arrived at during the last Universal Postal Congress at 
Washington. 

h of 19. During the last ten yea'rs there has been a considerable development of 

the foreign parcel post, wljicn includes the parcel exchanges with the United 
Kingdom and coloni-is as well'as with foreign countries. During this period 
direct parcel posts have been established with Germany, France and Italy, with 
four of the Australian colonies, with Persia and Skrn, and more lately with the 
British Protectorate of East Africa, with which parcel transactions have already 
assumed some importance. A direct parcel post has also been opened with 
Natal, and quite recently with Cape Colony. The total number of parcels 
received by India from all parts of the world by the foreign parcel post was 
125,321 in 189091, 105,346 in 1895-96 and 157,103 in igoo^oi. The total 
number despatched from Indk by the foreign parcel post was 66,392 in 
1890-91, 114,832 in 1895-96, and 144,427 in 1900-01, 
ith the Th'i parcel post with the United Kingdom occupies by far the most 
lom. important position, and the transactions, in both directions, of each of the last 
five years, in comparison wiih those of 4 he years 1895-96 and 1890-91, are 
given in the following statement:— 
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The number of parcels sent otit to Indk from the United^ Kingdom was 
nearly 78,000 in 1890-91, and had increased to 85,000 in 1895-96. During 
the last five years, however, remarkable progress has been made. There was an 
increase in the number of parcels received from that country of 7,000 in 1897- 
98,0! 9,600 in 1898-99 and of i a,000 in 1900-01, the total number for that 
year being 118,196. In 1898 the scale of postage fo*'■ jparcels sent by the 
Gibraltar route was revised with tl»e effect of reducing the ra tes for parcels above 
the* weight of 3 lbs., and this has led to an increase in the average weight of the 
parcels received from the United Kingdom, wkich is cow 3lbs.-a*56os. as com¬ 
pared with I lb.-6'a4 in 1895-96 and a Ibs.-i j‘31 oz. in 1890-91, In the same 
year, moreover, the public were given the opportunity of sending parcels, at a 
higher rate of postage, by the Brindisi route, and have n(^ bewi slow to take 
advantage of this arrangement. On an average a ^ousand parcels a month are 
now being received by this route. •• * 

The number of parcels sent home from India showed a rapid development 
during the five years ending with 1895-96, the total increase being 29,000, and 
at the end of that period the number sent home Was about'''7S,ooo a year 
as compared with 85,000 received from the United Kicgdom,' But during 




tlie last five yeais uib niimoer nas remained stationary or fallen off, owing mainly, 
it is believed, to the plague and the consequent restrictions on the contents of 
parcels from this country. , 

India has not joined the scheme for a cheap I’mp^rial parcel postage, which 
is said to have given a s’timulus to the parcel traffic between the mother country 
and the colonies and dependencies that have adopted it.

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On the total figures, the parcels despatched from this country are more im¬ 
portant than the parcels received from the various countries with which parcel 
exchanges are in existence, and this is due mainly to the character of the parcel 
transactions between Ceylon and India. The total number of parcels sent by 
the foreign parcel post, outside the transactions with the United Kingdom, was 
12,319 in 1890-91 and had increased to 38,331 in 1895-901. The number has 
been rapidly rising during the last five years and is now 73,491. The bulk of 
these parcels are sent to Ceylon, the actual number despatched to that colony 
having been 23,795 in 1895-96, 41,184 in 1809-1900 and 46,282 in 1900-01. 
During the last few years a parcel traffic has grown up with the British East 
Africa Protectorate, the number of parcels sent to Mombasa from India having 
been 8,453 1899-1,900 and 7,452 in 1900-01. The number of parcels sent to 

Continental Europe sfiows no tendency to increase, and the traffic with the 
Australian Colonies is limited to a few hundred parcels in each direction. 

The number of parcels received in India by the foreign parcel post has 
risen from 9,558 in 1890-91 to 17,720 in 1895-96 and to 36,884 In 1900-01. 

The countries from which these parcels chiefly come are Italy, France, Egypt, 
Ceylon, the Straits Settlements and China. 

(2) Postage stampa 

20. Particulars regarding the issues from treasuries of ordinary postage ^aie of 
stamps, postcards, embossed envelopes atid stamped wrappers and also of service 
posUge stamps, postcards, and envelopes will be found in Appendix IV. The during’ 
total value of the issues'of ordinary postage stamps amounted to nearly 
crores of rupees and the total value of service stamps to more than 29 lakhs uf 
rupees, there being an increase over the figures of the preceding year of 
*^ 7 > 37.'274 ordinary postage stamps, and of 8 1,27, 584 in the case 

of service stamps. 

Uftder the head of ordinary postage stamps, the inland single postcards, 
which are sold for the denominated value of ihe stamp, continued to command 
the highest sales, the total issues being over 136 millions in number. The 
next highest sales were commanded by the small ^-anna envelopes, which .also 
are sold for the denominated value of the stamp, the issues of which exceeded 
77 millions, After these come the ^-anna postage stamps of which over 72 
millions were issued; and it may be noted that there wag a material increase in 
the sales of the 3*pie stamps, which rose from iSJ millions to more than 21} 
millions, and of the i-anna postage stamps, which rose from 14J millions to 15^ 
millions. Of the special envelopes and wrappers supplied by the Department, 
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for which a charge t» made on account of stationery, there was an increase in 
the sales of the large and small registration envelopes and of the i^ranna and i* 
anna wrappers. The total issues of ordinary stamps were largest in the Bombay 
circle, where they amounted^ to more than aS lakhs oL rupees. Bengal and 
Madras come next with issues of over 96 lakhs, of rupehs each, and thes the 
Punjab with issues of more than 18 lakhs. 

As regards service stamps, all . that neied be said is that there was an 
increase in the sale of service postage stamps and envelopes of all denominations 
except in the case of the 8-anna stamps and the i-anna square envelopes. 

Apart from the sales pf postage stamps, i-anna revenue or receipt 
stamps to the value of R4,49,508 were sold during the year through the agency 
of the Post Office. Non-judicial stamps and Court-fee stamps are also sold at 
many post offices, but, except in Burma, the postmaster acts, as regards these 
stamps, as a private vendor, and the; stamps dp. not form part of the Post Office 
balance. In Burma, where general stamps are kept by the postmaster in the 
same way as other stamps, the sales on this account amounted to R87,5o7. 

During the year under review, effect was given to the decision to adopt 
the colours accepted by the Union for the postage stamps representing 
the three standard postage rates of the Union, vts., 5 centimes, 10 centimes 
and 25 centimes, of which the equivalents in India are ^ anna, i anna and 
annas, respectively, The adoption of these colours for the ^-anna,, i-anna 
and a|-anna stamps necessitated a chan^ in the colours of the j^-anna and 2- 
anna stamps, and the colours in which the five denominations of postage 
stamps in question.are now printed are asftrilows :— 
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Section III.—Insurance and Value-payable post. 

(I) Insurance. 

21. During the year under report 317,9^ letters and parcels in all were 
insured for transmission by post for an aggregate amount of more than 9J crores 
of rupees. The following compara.tive statement shows that the year’s business 
was rather less in all respects than the Insurance business of the preceding 
year:— 
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This decrease was mainly due to a falling off in the number of the letters 
and parcels insured in Bombay, Madras and Rajphtana. In Bombay for several 
years past the insurance business has been of a fluctuating character, and the 
same may be said of Madras, but the figuresi for Rajpctana have been larger 
during the last two years than at any previous period. ; 
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The average amount for which each letter was iijsured during the year under 
report was 8248 as compared with Ra59 in the previous year, and the average 
amount for which each parcel was insured was R326 as compared with R328 in 

the previous year, . claim, for 

33. There were 34 Olartns for compensation in respect of insured articles cumpensa> 
during the year under reportj as compared with 13 in the previous year. Out 
of these 34 claims, 33 were admitted at once, the loss having been caused in 16 
cases by fraud or negligence on the part of postal servants, and in the 
remamii^ 6 cases by highway robberies of the mails. The total amount paid in 
satisfying these claims was R7»759-3-ii, out of which a sum of Ri,873-6-a 
was recovered, so that the whole loss accepted by the Department was 
R5,885-1319, representing a percentage of 3*31 on the total amount realised 
from insurance fees, as compared with R2,303i'8-3i representing a percentage of 
0*88 in 1899-1900. 

Of the two cases in which claims were not admitted, one was still 
pending at the close of the year, but the other was finally rejected. In 
September 1900 a mendicant in the Madras Presidency, who had been 
at one time a village postmaster, sent an insured letter, said to contain R540 in 
currency notes, to an acquaintance in the Anantapur District who had pro¬ 
mised to give him his daughter in marriage. At the same time he sent R3 by 
a money order, R543 being the full sum which he had agreed to pay in that 
month to make the compact sure. The letter was delivered in perfect condition 
with all the seals intact, -but, on being opened, was found to contain several 
pieces of blank paper instead of the currency notes. The mendicant alleged 
that he had bought the notes at a village fair with what he had amassed by 
begging for his marriage, but had kept no record of the numbers, and was unable 
to point out the man from whom he had obtained them or to produce any corro¬ 
borative evidence of his having placed the notes inside the insured letter. A 
prosecution was accordingly instituted against him, but it was found that he 
had absconded, and he has not yet been arrested. There have been various 
instances in the past of the use of the insured post in this manner as a 
new way of paying old debts, hut this is the first reported case in which a 
native of the country has attempted to obtain a wife on the strength of an 
envelope containing ilothing more valuable than pieces of blank paper. 

33. The total number of letters and parcels insured for transmission by post pn)wt^ of

was 262,737 m 1890-91, 294.983 in 1895-96, and has now risen to 317 ,980. busine.B 
There has, therefore, been regular progress in the insurance business as a whole, *8’“. 
though the rate of progre^ h^s been less during the last five years than during 
the period etidtng with 1895-96. There has been no change in the conditions 
goTiismmg postal insurance since 1890-91 except in 1898, when the limit up to 
which a postal article can be insured was raised from Rt,ooo to R2,000 and the 
procedure was simplified, the sender of an insured article being no longer 
rec(uired to declare its contents or to fill up any form for presentation at the 
post office. 

In the case of letters, insurance is less resorted to than in the case of 
parcels, and except in Bengal, Madras and now Bombay, can hardly be said to be 
used to any appreciable extent. The total number of insured letters was 85,889 
in 1890*91, 93,764 in 1895-96, and 103,163 in 1900-01, and to those totals 
Madras has contributed more largely than any other circle though the figures 
for that presidency show no real tendency to increase. They were 38,384 in 
1890-91. 38,481 in 1895-96, and 29,296 in 1900-01. The only circle in which 
there has been any marked increase during the last ten years tS Bombay, where 
the number of insured letters has risen from 8,850 in 1896-91 to 15 776 in 190O-01. 

The contents of insured letti^s are stated to be chiefly currency notes 
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specially in tiie case of, Ma^rlras, though f«;>r small suras it is more advantageous 
to use the p ostal money order syatemk average aithpunt for which a letter 

is insured, has tended to decrease dating ten years. Jt was Kayo in 

i89o> 9I, Ra62 in t895'96, and is now-iil34d. ^ 

The number of parcels that were insured was 176^:838 in 18917*91^ .301,319 
in 1895-96, and 21^833 1900-1961, rept^sehtihg a .pftrt^ on the total 

number of parcels posted of io-66 in 1^19-91, 9*jtS:ib j 895'96^ and S'os in 
1900-01, It will be seen tW the incr^se during the last five years has been less 
than during the period ending Vfith i895<:96, ihut this special class of business 
is liable to fluctuations and has been inaterially affected^ by plague. It is 
mainly in the hands of native traders ^d especially of Marwari firms, and the 
chief centres of the insured parcel work are Bombay, Bengal and Madras. The 
highest figures hitherto reached were in 1898-93 when the total number of par¬ 
cels insured was 233,317, to which Bombay contributed 63,060 and Bengal and 
Madras each 43,000. During the last two yearS) however, t 1 ie« has been a 
falling off, mainly due to a decrease in the business in Bombay whciU the number 
of parcels insured has been about 50,006 only as compared with 53,000 in 
1895-96 and also in 1890-91. On the Other hand, there has been a consistent 
increase in Burma, and since 1895-96 a general increase in Rajpuiana. The 
number of parcels insured in the first-^natned province lias risen to 13,000 in 
1900-01 as compared with 6,500101890-91 and 8,500 in 1895.96; while in 
Rajputana the figures have increased from 14,606 in 1895-96 to 33,000 In 1900-01. 
It may be added that although the amount for which a parcel can be 

insured has been raised since 1898 from Ri.ooo to R2,ooo, there has been no 

great change in the character of the insurance business. The average amount 
for which a parcel is insured is how R 326 only as compared with R320 in 
1890-91 and Kjii in 1895-96. 

(3) Value-pi^able post * 

kie-pay. 24. The total number of value-payable articles of all kinds sent through tfie 
3 business post during 1900-01 was 3,608,888. as compared with 3j471,355 ihe previous 

o 01. year. The total amount declared for recovery was more than 3^ crores of 

rupees as compared with rather more than 3 crores in the preceding year, and 
the amount of commission rsaUsed was R5;87,6 j i »as compared with 
• R5.37.934 i" the previous year. 1 he number of value-payable articles posted 

at the Calcutta General Post Office an 4 its town sub^offiees was nearly 

900,000; and this Department realised on the delivety of these articles, and paid 
over to the tradesmen of Calcutta a sum in excess of one crore of rupees, being 
more than 6 lakhs in excess of the sum similarly paid tiluring the previous year. 

The increase in the year’s business mainly ochilrfed under the bead of 
unregistered parcels which showed an increase'of 42*39 per cent, over the 
results of the previous yoiir. There was a smafi falKng off, however, under the 
head of registered partes. Tfie only other inprease that deserves notice was in 
the number of registered letters and booh p^cketsu

Moreover, heads of circles 
are now required to submit every year an estiniate of what they propose to take 
o\er, with evidence that the nectssar)' conditions as to these establishments 
paving th ir w'ay, have been comfrhed with, and formal sanction is then given to 
the tr.msfer of the cliarges with effect from the beginning of the ensuing official 
year. 'J lie total tTKmthly cliarges accepted in this way were R 1,703 in 1890-91 ,

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45. The number of complaints made by the public during the year under 
rt port was 24,035 against 22,393 in 1899-1900. There was, therefore, an in¬ 
crease of 1,642 or 7*33 per cent, over the previous year's iigjres. The proftor- 
lion of cases in which complaints were found to be well-founded was 33‘17 per 
cent, and the proportion of entirely groundless complaints was 39 79 p-er cent, 
if the total. In the remaining ca.ses the investigation of the complaints had 
not been completed at the end of the year, or although the enquiry had been 
completed, no definite conclusion had been arrived at. The total increase i.s 
chicflv due to an increase of 1,164 ’ti the number of complaints received 
by the Fostmastor-General, Punjab, w'hich is attiibutcd to the gradual siicce.ss 
of the. Steps taken by that officer to compel postmasters and other subordinate 
oUkials to register every complaint, and to the encouragement given to the 
public to bring to notice the deficiencies of the Dcpaitment. It may be noted,

the work of the Post Offiice shall be as efficient as possible. As to tlie ^en ral 
attitude of the Department, I may be allowed to quote the following extract from 
the circular instructions issued by me in 1892, instructions which have been

, " It requires to he more generally reali'.cd that ccanplaints are, as a rule, fiTu-to 

some mistake or neglect on llie part of postal servant^ tliat has given rise to <ti.<-'.iii'far- 
tion or anxiety. That tlie Post Office lias at times to bear a good deal of unjust Mam.'- is, 
of course, true, but tlie majority of complaints are made \>y perstms who have legitimate 
cause for feeling ai.'grieved. it must be rememheied that, although the transact ions of 
an indivthial with the Post Office may be unimportant in ihentselves, they touch very 
closely liis personal comfort and conveuienre, and if we are to retain the contidence of 
the public, it is mo-t desirable that conifilainls relating to these transactions sliouhi be 
treated with consifltTation, and llid officials of the higher grades sltonld prove by 1 heir 
action (hat the prolessioii of the P'l partmenr, that weil-fouiided complaints are welcomed, 
as furnishing a check on defective piocedure and waul of care, is an honest professi ui.'’ 

It may be added that con-.taiit endeavours are made 10 guard against the 
danger of postal enquiries being treated as mere mat' -ts of routine, and to en¬ 
sure that complaints shall be put to their proper purpose. As the l.)epartnicnt 
deals with persons of every cliass of hfe, it is inevitable that a number of these 
complaints should be made without the facts being ascertained and e\t:n 
without real cause, and the importance of giving facts and dates when address¬ 
ing postal olFioials cannot ue too often insisted on. It does not follow, however, 
that because conqilainls are classified as groundless they ought not to have been 
made. In many instances it is onlv wl en an enqiii y has been carried out that 
it ran be shown that blame does not attach to the Post Office. 

46. During the year under report 1,281 coirqdaints were received regarding comoiaints 
the special classes of postal artitles whlcli are shown in the following statement : rngardins

Cut ot the total of 1,281 complaints 653, or 50 98 per cent., were found to be 
groundless, that is to say, the enquiry showed either that no loss had occurred, 
or that the loss liad not occurred through the fault of a postal official, and 285, 
or 22'25 per cent, of the total were well-grounded. There was an increase in the 
number ol complaints of 68 over the number of similar complaints received in 
1899-1900, but it should be noted that the number of articles of these special 
classes dealt with during the year was in excess of the number that passed 
through the post in the preceding year by 365,599 in the case of registered 
letters, 74,701 in the case of parcels and 137,5"3 the case of value-paya'ble 
articles. It mav further be pointed out that complaints which proved to be 
well-founded were made by the public in respect of only 131 out of jc\6io, 3.^2 
rernslered letters. 84 out o‘ 2,679,109 parcels, 18 out of 317,986 insured articles 
and 52 out of 2,608,888 vaiuc-payable articles. 

47. The number of cases in the several postal circles in which servants onencesby

the margin. The total includes 55 cases of misappropriation of office cash^ 
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94 money oril'r frauds, 7 savings bank frauds, and 98 cases of theft from 
mails or post otli' cs. Most of the remaining offences were committed in respect 
of letters, parcels, or otHeV postal articles entrusted to the Post Office for con¬ 
veyance. Among the offenders convicted, or departmentally punished were 76 
departmental postmasters and 17 clerks, 65 extraneous agents in charge 
of post offices, 99 postmen and village postmen, and 28 runners. The defalca¬ 
tions and losses amounted to R31,831-4-1 as compared with 1437,302-9-1 in the 
previous year, and ^37,371-4-9 in 1898-99. A sum of H16,887-10-2 was 
recovered from tlie offenders or their sureties; a sum of R3,112-10-6 was 
decreed against the Guarantee Fund; R39-2-1 were written off as finally lost 
and R:i,791-13-4 remained unadjusted at the close of the year. 

48. During the year there were 10 cases of mon^y order frauds 
involving a sum of R2,663-8 and 5 c^ses of fraudulent withdrawals, amounting 
to R239-S from the Savings Bank, in which persons not belonging to the Post 
Office were concerned. In addition to these, there were 48 cases of house¬ 
breaking or theft of Government money from the mails, apart from cases of 
highway robbery, which are separately dealt with. The total amount stolen was 
R2,012-12, of which Ri,130-4-3 were recovered, Ri5j. 13-9 were written off as 
(inally lost, and R723-10 remained unadjusted at the close of the year. 

49. There were 57 highway robberies of the mail during the year under report 
as compared with $6 in the previous year, of which 42 occurred in British 
territory, and 15 in Native States. Of the cases that occurred in British terri¬ 
tory, 9 took place in the North-Western Provinces and Oudli, 10 in Bombay and 
no less than 14 in Madras. For a series of years the number of highway 
robberies has been larger in the North-Western Provinces and Oudh titan 
elsewhere, but the total figures of the two last years have been unusually higli. 

Three of the 57 cases which occurred duting the year under report were 
unfortunately attended with loss of life, and in 19 other cases mail carriers 
were wounded by robbers. 

In July igoo a mall carrier and the escort .by whom he was acerm- 
panied were murdered in the Banswara State of Rajpulana, and the entire mail ’ 
was stolen. Four men were arrested as being implicated in this murder, and 
sentenced on conviction, one to itnpri.sonment for life, and the other three to 
imprisonment for 14 years each. In November of the same year a mail cairier 
in the Coimbatore district of Madras was found murdered at some distance 
from his beat, and the malls in his charge were never recovered. The police, 
however, succeeded in tracing four currency notes, which were enclosed in a 
registered letter that formed part of the stolen mails, to the possession of a 
person who could not account for it, and he was ultimately convicted of murder 
in the court of the Sessions Judge of Coimbatore a-^’d sentenced to death. 
In January 1901, three other mad carriers were killed, while conveying the mail 
between VVano and Khajuri Kuch, by a party of Mahsud Waziris, though on this 
occasion the mail contained nothing of value. This was one of five instatices 
in which mails were robbed during the year in Waziristan. 

There were only 19 cases in which Government suffered any loss, and tin; 
total loss amounted to R2,565-1-11. Of this amount, a sum of Ri,io5-i-ri 
was stolen from the mails in actual cash, while the balance, R 1,460, 
represents the compensation that had to be paid for the loss of insured articles. 

The entire mail was recovered in 14 cases, and a part of the mail in 28 
other cases, while in the remaining 15 cases the whole mail was lost. 
Prosecutions were instituted in 17 instances, in 13 of which convictions were 
obtained. In addition to the cases of actual highway robbery mentioned 
above, there were four unsuccessful attempts to rob the mails, three of which 
took place in British territory and one in a Native State.

♦lost and postal property destroyed, some of which unfortunately were attended '^lunr.s: pjo)- 
with loss of life. ^ — 

In June 1900 a mail carrier failed to arrive at his destination in the 
Coimbatore district, Madras, and nothing could be ascertained regarding the fate 
of this man or of the’mails which he was carrying. It is believed that he was 
either killed by a wild beast or drowned in the river Chinniar which had to be 
crossed in the course of his Stage. In the following August a mail carrier in Burma 
was drowned in trying to cross a stream on a bamboo raft, but the entire mail 
in his charge was saved. Two menial servants of the Railway Mail Service were 
run over and killed by passing trains while incautiously walking across the rails, 
and two postal officials committed suicide. One of these men was a letter-box 
clearer who poisoned himself in order to avoid the disgrace of a prosecution for 
stealing stamps. • 

Owing to the severity of the w'inter and heavy falls of snow on the Gilgit 
and Leh roads, there were, 1 regret to say, an unusually large number of casuil- 
lies among mail carriers on these roads. Nine men in all were killed and seven 
injured by avalanches. It is impossible to guard completely against these ac¬ 
cidents if postal communication with Gilgit and Leh is to be maintained through¬ 
out the winter. The mail carriers are hill men of the country-side and are never 
required to carry the mails over dangerous parts of the road when bad weather 
is anticipated, but on several occasions during the year under report their own 
experience and knowledge of the signs of the weather seem to have been at 
fault. In April 1900 two of these men while carrying mails en the Gilgit road 
were swept away by an avalanche and killed, the dead bodies and the mails 
being subsequently recovered. In the following December four other mail 
carriers on the same line were buried under an avalanche; throe of the men 
perished, but the fourth managed to extricate himself and escaped with some 
injury, while the malls were lost. In January 1901, five other mail carriers pro¬ 
ceeding together were overtaken by an avalanche on the Tragbal pass also on 
this line. Three of the men W’ere killed, but the other two were extricated alive 
and all the mails were afterwards dug out. The last accident occurred in Febru¬ 
ary 1901, on the Leh line, when two out of four runners who were carrying mails 
across the Zogila pass were overwhelmed by an avalanche. One of these men 
lost his life under the snow, but the other was rescued by his comrades. All the 
mails were recovered. 

In seven instances during the year mails were lost while the carriers were 
attempting to cross flooded streams, and in one case they were lost from a mai| 
boat on its way from Diamond harbour to Dhoblah 4 t. The boat was caught 
in a squall, and everything on board, including the mails, was washed away, 
though the boatmen escaped wiih their lives. 

During the year 20 post offices were destroyed by fire and one was washed 
away by a flood in August 1900 in the Bilaspur district of the Central Provin¬ 
ces. There was also a case of dacoity in a post office in the Fyzabad djjtrict 
of Oudh, in which the branch postmaster and village postman were severely 
maltreated and the contents of the office safe were robbed. Six persons were 
arrested and sent up for trial, but only two of them were convicted. They were 
sentenced to long terms of imprisonment.

On the 31st 
March 1901, the 
numerical strength 
of the Post Office 
staff "as 69,065 as compared with 66,855 close of 1899-1900. 

The chief increase was in the nu.mber of extraneous agents and mail run¬ 
ners owing to the opening of new post offices, and in the mimbt r of postal 
cltrks and postmen due to the general developmc'iit of postal business and to the 
imi'rovement of delivery arrangements in a number of large C('ntre<. It may be 
noted that there were 160 pensioned soldiers of the Native Army on the staff 
of tlie Post Office, employed in various capacities, of whom 43 were Non- 
Commissioned Officers and 117 Sepoys. It may also be noted thu the num¬ 
ber of women employed in the Post Office was 57 only, all c.-f whom with two 
exceptions were either Europeans or Eurasians. One of the two nati\e women 
has been employed for some years past as a post-woman. 

52. 'Phe charges incurred during the year on account of printing work 
done by private presses amourted to ^5,278 as compaied with 164,532 in 
1899-1900 and ti4,27o in 1898-99, 

Section VIII. —Non-postal br5n2hr§'‘of*fh‘fe Post Office. 

53. During the year under report 93 combined post and telegraph 
offices were opened, and 14 previously existing offices were closed. There 
was, therefore, a net increase of 79 in the total number of combined 
offices, as compared with a net increase of 140 during 1899-1900. Of tiicse new 
combined offices, 90 were opened at places which had previously been without 
a Gove, ament telegraph office, and 57 at places where there had pi eviously 
been neither a Government nor a Railway telegraph office. 

During the year 27 new combined offices were opened in the Madras 
circle, 14 in Bombay, 13 in the Punjab and to in Burr.-,i. and ihe total number 
of combined offices open on the 31st Marcli last, in each postal circle, will be 
found in Appendix X. On that date there were 1,959 Government telegraph 
offices in all, of which 248 were under the control of the Telegraph Department 
and 1,691 were combined post and telegraph office.s under the control ol this 
Department. 

The total number of signallers employed in these combined offices was 
“i354i 3 -^ compared with 2,215 at the close of 1899-1900, and during the year 
under report 300 servants of the Post Office qualified as signallers. It may be 
added that there were 638 boys employed as messengers at combined offices 
as compared with 598 at the close of the preceding year. 

54. In Appendix X also will be found the traffic statistics of combined 
offices, arranged according to postal circles. For the year under report there 
was an increase of 142,994 or 5’65 per cent, in the number of messages sent, of 
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134,890 or 4*95 per cent, in the number of messages received, and of R (,78,790 
or 7’44 per cenl. in the revenue realized over the figures of tfie previous year. 

The total revenue from" messages de.spatched from combined offices amounicd 
to R25,8 o,i 62, and exceeded the expenditure on the establishment of the offiv.- 
by Ri 9 . 95 . 59 ‘- 

In the year under report there has been, on the whole, an incre.as<j in the 
traffic as well as in the revenue. This increase is most marked in the Punjab, 
where it is attributed in large measure to the special telegrams smt in connection 
with the arrangements for despatching troops from India to China. Tlierc- was 
also a considerable increase in Madras, Bengal, the Central Provinces, Sind and 
Baluchistan and Rajputana, due to the opening of new combined offices and to 
the general development of the telegraph traffic. There has been, however, a 
decrease of revenue in Bombay, due to the fact that in the preceding year the 
famine had caused an unprecedented increase in the revenue of that circle. 

55. In addition to the work done during the year by the 1,691 combined 
offices, telegrams were received from the public at 1,694 P<^st officres, as compared " 

with i,/90, during the year 1899-5900, for despatch by post to the nearest lele-^''""" - 
graph offices. The number of telegrams booked at these receiving offices was 
38,340 and the revenue realized was R4o,426 as compared with 36,131 tele¬ 
grams and a revenue of 1^33,526 during the previous year. 

The number of telegrams similarly received at post offices in the Persian 
Gulf on account of the Indo-European Telegraph Department was 524 as com¬ 
pared with 309 in the year 1899-igoo, and fees to the amount of R7,466-10-0 
were realized, as compared with R3,394-1-0 in the previous year. 

^6. The total number of combined offices was 6189 in iSco-qi, 1,208 in 
1893-96, and 1.691 at the end of 1900-01. There has, therefore, been an increase oftite 


'be 


of more than v tiiousand combined offices during the last ten years. 
greatest activil} u opening offices of this character has been shown in Madras, 
where the total oL mlier of such offices i.s now 35S as compared with 245 in 
(893-96 and 147 i 1 1890-91. During the last five years, therefoie, more than a 
hundred combined offices have been opened in Madras, though it has to be 
remernbei'.d that ibe actual number of post offices in the Madras circle, includ¬ 
ing Mysore, is lar e!y in excess of the number in any other postal circle. During 
the sami perio-l there has been a steady progress in various other parts of 
India, tiie total nuirlaer of combined offices opened having been 68 in the Punjab, 
the same number ii. Bombay and 53 in Bengal. There has also been a good 
deal of clevelopmen of late in this direction in Eastern Bengal and Burma. 

Iij no brancli .f business undertaken by the Post Office, if 1 may ex¬ 
press an opinion, ha belter work been done of late years, in the interests alike 
of the public and Government, than in the multiplicati ct ol these small (cie- 
graph oflu'cs. 65 1883 this Department fii.si undertook to arrange for it.lcgra'pii 
work being done at yrost offices, and the success of the combined system 
depends entirely on tlm loyal co-operation of the two Departments corcerned. ti e 
'I'elegrapb I'epatimenl and the Post Office. There have been various adminis¬ 
trative questions M be discussed between the two Department^, but no friction 
of any kind has been all owed to arise, and at no time has it been neces.sary to 
take the orders of Government on any matter affecting tlie development of 
these combined offices. There is still much to be done in this direction, but 1

can only express my appreciation of the courtesy and fairness ol mind v.lth which 
successive Directors General of the Telegraph Department have dealt with every 
question that has liad to be considered and decided.

Act (III of 1S97}, that the pilgrimage to the Hedja? during the .season of 
ipot might fie permitted, except in the case ofpersen,s residing in the Bombay Presidency (exclud¬ 
ing Sind), the Pre.sidency of Madras, the .Mysore State, Coorg, the Aurangabad District of the 
Byderabad State, the Jullundur. Gurda.spur or Sialkot Di.strict of the Punjab, or the Presidency, 
Burdwan, Patna, or Bliagalpiir Division of Bengal, subject to certain precautions and restrictions 
which were imposed in view of the strong opiniou.s of all European Government..., including 
Turkey, regarding the danger of plague being communicated to Europe, and in view of the 
danger of plague being spread by intending pilgrims from infected to non-iafected portion.? 
of India. 

Plague is widely prevalent in the Bombay Presidency. There is a considerable amount in 
the Mysore State, and .'•ome in the Baroda State. In the Madras Presidency the Salem and 
Bellary Districts are infected, and in Bcng.al Calcutta and a few districts chiefly in the Patna 
Division. Plague also exists in the Sialkot, Jullundur, Gurdaspur, Ludhiana and Hoshiarpur 
Di.stricts and the Patiala Slate in the Punjab, 'n the Cities of Aliababad, Benares and Jaunpur 
and the-Baliia District of the North-Western Provinces and in lli Ka.shmir State. The remain¬ 
ing Provinces in British India are entirely fiee from plague. 

In these circumstances it is not, the Governor General in Council regrets, possible to allow 
the pilgrimage during the season of 1902 without re.strictions. The Governm'mt of India do not 
think it necessary to prohibit the pilgrimage from the uninfected portions of India during the 
ensuing .season, but tliey consider it essential that careful precautions should be observed similar 
to those which were enforced during the past season. Karaclii is unfortunately infected, and it is 
not possible to permit,as war, done in 1901, pilgrim vessels to sail from that port. In order, 
however, to mitigate the inconvenience to pilgrim.? from parts of the north of India of the long 
journey to ( hittagong, ihe Government of India have arranged, with the Porbandar State, to 
permit embarkation this year at lln' port of Porbandar, which is accessible by rail to pilgrims 
from Northern India.

(XVll of 1887), section 7 of the Code of Criminal Procedure, 1898 (Act V of 1898), 
and section 48 of the North-West Frontier Province Law and Justice Regulation, 1901 
(VII of 1901), in so far as the same respectively are applicable, the Chief Commis¬ 
sioner of the North-West Frontier Province is pleased to make the following orders :— 

(t) The district of Bannu shall comprise, and be divided hito, two tahsils, 
corresponding with the heretofore-existing Bannu and Marwat tahsils and 
so named, and the said tahsils shall be sub-districts for the purposes of 
the Indian Registration Act, 1877 (III of *877). 

(2) The district of Dera Ismail Khan shall comprise, and be divided into, 

three tahsils, corresponding with the heretofore-existing Tank, Dera Ismail 
Khan and Kulachi tahsils (as altered by the Notifications of the Govern¬ 
ment of the Punjab, Nos. ega and 9Q3, dated the lyti) Uclober, 1901), 
and so named, and the sa-id tahsils shall be sub-distiicts for the purposes 
for the Indian Registration Act, 1877 (III of 1877). 

(3) The Peshawar civil and sessions division shall comprise the districts of 

Peshawar and Hazara. 

(4) The Derajat civil and sessions division shall comprise the districts of 

Kohat, Bannu and Dera Ismail Khan. 

No. 3 -—exercise of the power conferred by section ii of the Indian Succession 
Act, 1865 (X of 1865), the Chief Conimissioner of the North-West Frontier Province 
is pleased to appoint the office of the Secretary to the Chief Commissioner to be the 
office in which declarations under the said section may be deposited by persons desir¬ 
ing to acquire a domicile in British India.

Season <tnd Crop Prospects for the week ending Saturday, the 

9th November, 1901. 

Madras. —Tlie rainfall was fair in the Circars and the Deccan and heavy 
elsewhere. Water supplies are sufficient for cultivation except in parts of the 
Deccan. Ploughing, sowing and transplanting are going on. Standing crops 
generally are in good condition. Harvesting of early crops continues with fair 
outturn. I^•^sture and fodder generally are sufficient. The condition of cattle 
on the vvhole is good. Prices are stationary or falling, but are ‘.till above warning 
rates. Kitchen inmates—Cuddapah—men, 121 ; women, 205; children, 105; 
total, 431. No.th Arcot—men, 4 ; women, 28 ; children, 49; total, 81. Test 
workers—Cuddapah—men, 720 ; women, 795; children, 254; total, 1,759; 
Grand total, 2,281. 

Bombay. —Slight rain fell during the week in parts of Kolaha, Ratnagiri, 
Kanara, the Karnatak, Sholapur, Satara and Ahmednagar. More rain is wanted 
in parts of Gujarat, the Deccan, Bijapur, Belgaum and Rajkot for standing 
crops or for spring cultivation. Crops have been slightly damaged by rats, 
locusts or insects in parts of Sindh, the Panch Mah^s, Broach, Surat, Kolaba, 
Khandesh, Satara, Bijapur, Rajkot and Baroda j are suffering from insufficient, 
moisture in parts at Ahmedabad, Surat and Baroda and generally are in good 
condition elsewhere. Reaping of autumn crops is nearly completed in 
Hyderabad, Kolaba, Ahmednagar, Satara and Sholapur, and is progressing in 
pans of Sindh, Kaira, Surat, the Konkan, the Karnatak, Khandesh, Naslk, 
Poona, Rajkot and Baroda. Threshing has been commenced in parts of 
Hyderabad, Kaira and Ahmednagar. The estimate of the outturn of autumn 
i^rops generally is good in the Konkan and the Karaatak, fair in Sindh ar.d the 
^eccan and moderate to poor in Gujarat. Cotton prospects generally are fair 
in JBroacb, Surat, Nasik, Khandesh and the Kamatak, and picking continues in 
Preparation for the spring are in progress in parts of l^rachi and 
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gisnenlly is sufficient except in parts of Nasik. Prices have fallen in fd^ir"* 
districts and are stationary elsewhere.

: some other parts of the province. Sugarcane is being pre.ssed. Fodder and 
• water generally are sufficient. The price of common rice has risen in nine 
districts, fallen in nineteen and is stationary in the rest. 

North-Western Provinces and Oudh. —The weather during the week 
has been bright throughout the provinces. The 'Harvesting of the autumn and 
rthe sowings of the spring crops still continue and are nearing completion in 
Debra Dun, Bareilly, Agra, Etah.Budaun, Stiahjahanpur, liardoi, Bara Banki, 
Rai Bareli, Cawnpore, Jaunpur, jalaun and Hamirpur. The Lite rice crop 
continues to suffer for want of rain in a few districts, but irrigation is being 
resorted to wherever practicable. The spring ctop.s are reported to tac germinating 
, we ll. Poppy is being sown in Wudaun, Hatdoi and Sitapur. Sugarcane b in 
gop^TST)liTlTd'n aiid'T>'ie^^§-ha^been commenced in Meerut. Locusts appeared 
in C 5 wnpore, but did no damage. FooJ supplies and fodder arc adequate. 
Prices are generally stationary, but the tendency towards easier rates noticed 
last week continues. 

Punjab.—There was no rain. Harvesting of autumn crops continue. It 
has nearly been completed in Gurgaon, Amballa, Amritsar, and Rawalpindi. 
Cotton is being picked in irrigated areas of most district.s. Sowings of spring 
crops continue on irrigated areas. No sowings have generally been made on 
utiirrigated lands on account of want of rain, which is still very badly needed. 
'The outturn of irrigated autumn crops is average and that of unirrigated 
decidedly below average. Unirrigated auiumn crops have totally dried up 
Hissar, and sugarcane and cotton crops are w-ith-i''’g in Sialkot for want 
of rain. Rats are damaging crops in part of Umballa and Ferozepore, Catile 
^;,a^e generally in good condition. Fodder is sufficient throughout the Province 
4 Incept in parts of Karnal. Test works are likely to be started in Hissar. 

' ^ are still passing through Gurgaon and His.saris and Bagtis through 
*•: Karnal in search of work or begging. Prices of food grains generally are tinf 
changed, only slight lluciuations occurring in .some districts. The price of wheat 
is rising in Hissar, Peshawar and Dera Ismail Khan and falling in Gurgaon, 
Amritsar, Guirat and Rawalpindi, and that of gram is rising in Gurgaon and 
Moolian and lalling in Amritsar, Peshawar and Dera Ismail Kh-an Wheat is 
selling from 133 to 21 seers, gram to 25, mai/e 15 to 28^, great-millet 
20^ to 23, bulrush-millet 12J to 28 and barley i8| to 28 seers per rupee.

; Daily Weather Reports of the period. 


There has been no important change in the weather over India during the 
past week. Pressure has been high over North-West and Central India on the 
one hand, and over Assam and Upper Burma on the other, while it has been 
steadily low over the Bay and over the east of the Arabian Sea. Towards the 
close of the week a cyclonic storm formed within the low pressure area over 
the Bay, and to-day (Thursday) this storm is close to the Madras Coast between 
Cocanada and Waltair, where pressure is nearly *2" below the normal and 
)(^here a gale from north-east is blowing. It appears probable that the storm 
^tll cross the coast and carry rain into the interior districts of India, but the 
ultimate track of the storm cannot at present be determined. 

Rain ha.5 been confined during the week under review to the southern 
half of the Peninsula. On the nth and 12th there w'ere light showers at one 
or- 'two places in Lower Burma, but with these exceptions there was no rain 
during the week over Burma or the whole of Northern and Central India. In 
the south the rainfall was somewhat'irregularly distributed. On the 8ih there 

showers in Malabar, South India, the Madras Deccan and Ganjam, and 
general rain in the East Coast (South)—the heaviest falls were 375" at Madura 
and 2" at Coimbatore and Nellore. On the glh the .shovxe.rs were less general 
ini South India and the Deccan and the rainfall was lighter on the East Coast, 
and from this day onward to the end of the week the rainfall diminished till it 
jractically ceased over Malabar, South India and the D^cfan. On the East 
Coast, on the contrary, the rainfall svas heavy in the South division on the loth, 
iilh and 12th and in the North division on the 13th and 14th ; the largest 
amounts were: on the loih 2" at Negapatam ; on the nth 2" at Madras and 
Cuddalore; on the 12th 3* at Negapatam and on the 14th over 2" at Waltair 
Wid Gopalpur. 

The concluding table shows that '•ain was received during the week in the 
ipllowing divisions and sub-divisions, via ,Burma Coast, both sub-divisions of 
the East Coast (North), both sub-divisions of the West Coast, the Belbry ard 
Hyderabad sub-divisions of the Deccan, both sub-divisions of South India and 
the South division of the East Coast ; over the whole of the remainder ot India 
the week was rainless. 

The week’s rainfall was slightly in excess of the norma*. :n both the sub¬ 
divisions of the East Coast (North), in the Calicut sub-division of the West 
Coast, in the Hyderabad sub-division of the Deccan and the Madura sub-divi- 
jion of South India, while in the South division of the East Coast it was largely 
is excess. 

The seasonal rainfall is now normal over a large part of the Peninsula, 
elsewhere there has been practically no change in the seasonal conditions.

MOCEODRErrO BE OBSERVED BY INDIAN STUDENTS PROCEEDING TO jEPftH 

FOR THEIR EDUCATION.

Extract ffom the Proceedings of the Government of India in the Home Depart¬ 
ment {Education)—under date Calcutta, the t$th November igot. 


RESOLUTION. 

The Government of India have recently received intimation from the British 
Legation at Tokyo, that orders have been issued by the Education Department 
of the Japanese. Government, to the effect that applications on the part of foreign 
students for admission to schools in Japan must be made through the Diplomatic 
or Consular Representatives of their country in Japan. It has been suggested 
to . the Government of India that it woidd be a great convenience to His 
Majesty^s Legation at Tokyo, if Indian students who desire to prosecute their 
Btodies in Japan were provided with recommendations from a recognized 
^thority in India, as it is undesirable that applications should be made to the 
Japanese Education Department without some guarantee as to the character andv 
antecedents of the persons on whose behalf such applications are made. 

The Governor General in Council accordingly desires to make it known that 
Indian students proceeding to Japan for their education should, before their 
departure from India, provide themselves with an authoritative certificate of 
identity in the form appended to this Resolution signed by the head of the 
district (in a Presidency town, the Commissioner of Police) in the case of resi¬ 
dents of British India, and by the Political Officer in that of residents of Native 
Sitates. The District or Political Officer will endorse on the certificate of iden¬ 
tity his opinion whether the person is a British subject " by birth ” or " by natural¬ 
ization” (or a subject of a Native State) or not. Quarterly returns of the certi¬ 
ficates granted will be submitted to the Local Governments and Administrations 
who will forward them to the Government of India for transmission to His 
Majesty’s Legation at Tokyo. But as it is necessary that no delay should 
occur, the District or Political Officer when granting or countersigning a certi¬ 
ficate will at the same time send a copy of the certificate to His Majesty’s Lega¬ 
tion direct. 

Local Governments and Administrations are requested to take steps to 
secure that all reasonable facilities are given for obtaining certificates of identity, 
and that wide publicity is given to these orders. 


Order. —Ordered, that this Resolution be communicated to all Local 
Governments and Administrations for information and guidance. 

Ordered, also, that a copy be sent to the F'oreign Department for informa¬ 
tion and communication to Political Officers. 

Ordered, also, that the Resolution be published in the Gazette of Indta for 
general information

Season and Crop Prospects for the week ending Saturday, the 

16th November, 1901. 

Madras. —The rainfall was heavy on the West Coast, and in parts of the 
Circars, goad in the Carnatic, the South and the Nilgiris, fair in the central districts 
and light elsewhere. Water supplies are sufficient for cultivation except in 
parts of the Deccan. Ploughing, sowing and transplanting continue. Standing 
crops generally are in good condition. Early crops are being harvested with 
fair ouliurn. Pasture and fodder arc sufficient. The condition of catrle on 
the whole is good. Prices generally are stationary or falling but are still above 
Warning rates. Kitchen inmates—Cuddapah—men, 67 ; women, iqo ; children. 
280; total, 537. North Arcot—kitcheris closed. Test workers—Cuddapah— 
men, 761 \ women, 799; children, 93; total, 1,653; grand total, 2,190. 

Bombay. —Very slight rain fell during the week in parts of Nasik, Ahmed- 
nigar, Sholapur, the Karnatak and Kanara, More rain is wanted in parts of 
Gujarat, thu Deccan, the Karnatak and Rajkot for standing crops or for spring 
cultivation. Crops have been slightly danaaged by rats or locusts in parts of 
Karachi, Hyderabad, Thar and Parkar, Kaira, Surat, Khandesh, Poona, and 
Belgaum, are suffering from insufficient moisture in parts of Ahmedabad, Surat, 
Rajkot, and Baroda and generally are in good condition elsewhere. Reaping of 
autumn crops is nearly completed in Kolaba, Ratnagiri, Satara, and Sholapur, 
and is progressing in parts of Sindh, Kaira, Thana, Khandesh, Nasik, Poona, 
Bijapur, Belgaum, Kanara, and Baroda. Threshing is in progress in parts of 
Shikarpur, Hyderabad, Thar and Parkar, Kaira, Thana, Kolaba, and Alime<i- 
nagar. Estimates of.outturn of autumn crops generally are good in the Konk.oi 
and the Karnwlak, fair in Sindh and the Deccan and moderate to poor in Guja¬ 
rat. Cotton prospects generally are fair in Broach, Surat, Baroda, Nasik, Khan- 
desh, the Karnatak, and picking continues in Khandesh, Preparations for the 
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spring ure in progress in parts of Sindh, but have been retarded in parts of Kaira 
and the. Panch Mahals for want of rain. Spring sowings are almost completed 
in Khandesh, Satara and Dharwar and are in progress in parts of Kaira, Thana, 
Nasik, Poona, Belgaum. Wadhwan and Baroda. The fodder supply is deficient 
in par»^s of Sholapur and Dharwar. Agricultural stock generally is sufficient ex¬ 
cept in parts of Nasik where the deficiency is met from tagavi grants. 

Daily average numbers on relief— British Districts, on relief works, 
26,591 ; dependants, 4,214 ; total on works, 31,805. In poor-houses, 2,^05 ; 
on village relief, 18,462 ; total on gratuitous relief, 21,067. Figures for Belgaum 
are incomplete. NATIVE STATES —on relief works, 11,722 ; dependants, 692 ; 
total on works, 12,414. In poor-houses, 2,395 ; on village relief, 394 ; total on 
gratuitous relit-f, 2,789. Grand total 68,075. Prices have fallen in nine districts, 
risen in two districts and are stationary elsewhere. The relation of the prices 
of the principal staples to the normal and to,the prices of 1900 remains sub¬ 
stantially the same. Prices of cheapest food grain in pounds per rupee at head- 
quarter.*!—Atimedabad, 36; Panch Mahals, 35; Kaira, 38; Sholapur, 4i| ; 
Ahmednagar, 3*^: Poona, 27,Nasik, 28J; Satara, 35/0; Bijapur, 34I; 
Belgaum, 34. The physical condition of the people is reported to be good, fair 
or normal in localities of greatest distress. 

Bengal. —The rainfall during the week was heavy and general in Orissa 
where it has improved the prospects of standing crops. Light showers are also 
reported from certain districts of Lower Bengal and Chota Nagpur. Prospects 
are rot satisfactory in Bihar for want of rain. Rain is also wanted in Burdwan, 
Birbhum, Nadia, Murshidabad, Jessore, Rajshahi, Din.ijpur and Bogra. Har¬ 
vesting of winter rice has been commenced in places. Sowing of spring crops 
and poppy is in progress. Fodder and water are adequate. The pric^of com¬ 
mon rice has risen in nine districts, fallen in 22 and is stationary in the rest. 

North-'Western Provinces and Oudh,— The weather has been sea¬ 
sonable. The reaping of autumn crops continues and has been completed in 
Moradabad. Threshing is in progress in Hardoi and Mirzapur. I he sowing 
of spring crops is nearing completion in Bareilly, Muttra, Sitapur, Bahraich, 
Partabgarh, Azarngarh, Ba.sti, Gorakhpur, Cawnpore and Hamirpur. In parts 
of Muttra and Mirzapur germinarion is reported not fo liave been good owing to 
want of rain. Standing crops are generally doing well with some exceptions in 
Benares and Baliia. Spring crops are being irrigated and prospects continue 
to be good. The cultivation of opium is going on. Markets are full and fodder 
is procurable. Prices are practically siaiionary with a continued tendency to¬ 
wards lower rates. 

Punjab.—There was no rain during the w^eek. Harvesting of autumn 
crops is going on. This work has been nearly completed in Urnbalia and 
Gujrat. Cotton is being picked in some districts. Sugarcane pressing has 
been commenced in Amritsar. Sowings of spring crops continue on irrigated 
areas, but no sowings have generally been made on unirrigated areas for want 
of rain which is still badly wanted. 1 he outturn oj irrigated autumn crops is 
said to be good to average and that of unirrigated poor. Sugarcane and 
cotton crops on unirrigatcd lands are withering for want of rain in Sialkot. 
Rats are damaging the crops in parts of Umballa. Cattle are generally in good 
condition. Fodder is sufficient in all distirbts except in part.s of Karnal. Test 
w’orks are likely to be started in Hissar. Bikaniris are still passing through 
Gurgaon, and Hissaris and Bikaniris through Karnal in search of work and 
begging. Some lamine-stricken Bikaniris have come in to the Mooltan district 
also. Prices of food grains are generally unchanged, but the price of wheat has 
somewhat risen in Ferozepore and Gujrat and fallen in Hissar and Rawalpindi. 
The price of gram has also fallen in Hissar, Rohtak, Gurgaon, and Rawalpindi. 
Wheat is selling from 14 to 21 seers, gram 17^ to 25, barley 18 to 34, maize 
20 to 26I, great millet 19 1027 and bultush millet 16 to 27 seers per rupee. 

Burma.— Lower Burma —reaping has been commenced in some districts. 
Prospects are good. I’pprr Burma— sowing of miscellaneous crops is progress¬ 
ing in Pokokku, Minbu, Mand.ilay, and Kyaukse. Ploughing and planting for 
juar beans, peas and gram has been commenced. Plucking of cotton continuts 
in Meiktila, Myingyan, and Sagaing, The state of standing crops is fair but 
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more rain is wanted in Sagaing, Meiktila and Pakokku. In Shvvebo late sowings 
of paddy are withering for want of rain. In Mandalay jtiar is for the most pan 
gtunted and sesamum more or less a complete failure. Considerable reduction 
of revenue owing to drought is expected in the Mandalay and Shwebo districts. 
The price of paddy has fallen in five districts and risen in two : elsewhere it is 
stationary. 

Central Provinces.*— There has been no rain with the exception of a fall 
of four cents in Bilaspur and 25 cents in Sambalpur. The harvesting of earlv 
rice and of other autumn crops and picking of cotton continues. The sowing 
of spring crops has bi-en completed in Damoh and Wardha and is reaching 
completion elsewhere. Germination is only fair in Damoh and Wardha. 
Insects are doing considerable damage to the young plants almost throughout 
the provinces and resowing has been necessary in places. Damage by rats is 
also reported from Betul and .Nagpur. The prospects of wheat are bad in 
Betul. The prospects of autumn crops are generally fair to good, but the spring 
seedlings are in a backwMrd condition andjrain is needed. Fodder and water 
are ample. Prices show a tendency to fall. The lowest prices are—wheat 16, 
gram rice t6, and 22J seers per rupee. The highest prices are—wheat 
8j, gram ii, rice 8 anti juar i3fj seers per rupee. 

Assam.- —The weather is getting cold. More rain is wanted in Goalpara. 
Plucking of tea is in progress. Its prospects are good in Sylhet and Lakhimpur 
and fair elsewhere. Harvesting of early rice .has been finished in Kamrup, but 
still continues in Darrang. Its outturn is generally good. Sowing of pulse and 
ploughing for and .sowing of mustard are in progress. Neaping of late rice con¬ 
tinues. The prospects of sugarcane and late rice generally are good. Fodder 
is insuff’cient in Cachar and in parts of Kamrup. Prices—common rice— 
Sylhet, 15I, Silchar 13, Stbsagar j 2, Nowgong 11^, Gauhati and Tezpur to, 
and Dhubri and Dibrugarh 9 seers per rupee. 

Mysore, —There was slight rain in the civil and military station. Good 
rain fell in Kadur. Standing crops are in good condition in Bangalore, Mysore, 
Tumknr, Ilassan and Shimoga. and paddy are being harvested in various 

pans. Prospects are good in Bangalore, Mysore and Tumkur, fair in Hassan, 
Kolar, and ChitaUlrug and favourable in Shimoga. Prices have fallen siightiv 
in Bangalore, Mysore, Kolar, Hassan Chitaldrug and in parts of Kadur and have 
risen slightly in Tumkuf, Shimoga and in other pans of Kadur. Cattle are 
healthy except in pans of Kadur, Tumkur and Hassan. Water and fodder 
are available. More rain is wanted in Hassan and in parts of Bangalore and 
Kolar. CoORG. — 1 he rain fall was 73 cents. Picking of coffee continues, 
prices of food grains are stationary. Watei and fodder are sufTicient. 

Berar. —The week was rainless and the weather cool. Crops are generally 
in good condition. Sowings for winter crops are well advanced. Fodder and 
water are adequate. Prices are almost steady. 

Hyderabad. —The rainfall during the week was three cents. The total 
from 1st January is 21 inches four cents. Crops on irrigated areas are under 
harvest with poor results. Standing spring crops are in fairly good condition. 
Grain prices are tailing. Relief works wera closed in .\urangabad on 9th Novem¬ 
ber. Prices—wheat 5J, coarse rice 7^, and Jnar i6f seers per hali rupee. 

Rajputana. —There was no rain. Spring sowings continue everywhere 
except in Bikanir, Marwar, Kherwara and in Ajmer-Merwara on very reduced 
area. The state of autumn crops is bad in the Nimbahera parganah of Toni. 
Harvesting continues in Bikanir, Jnisalmer, Jaipur, and Kishengarh. Standing 
crops are in fair condition in Koiah, Jhallawar, Alwar, Dholepur, and Ajmer- 
Merwara. Damage has been caus'^d by rats in Bikanir, one parganah of Jaisal- 
mer and Kherwara. Rats damaged cotton in parts of .Ajmer-Merwara. Tfie 
state of agricultural stock and fodder is good and sufficient. Prices are rising in 
Bikanir, falling in Sirohi, Mewar, Bundi, Kotah, Jhallawar, and Jaipur and aie 
steady elsewhere. The cheapest prices average 11 — 4 to 25—5 seers per rupee. 
Numbers gratuitously relieved in Marwar, Sirohi, and Jaisaliner, 97. 
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Central India. —No rain fell during the week. Agricultural operations arc; 
in progress in all Agencies. Standing orops are in good condition in Gwalior, 
Baghelkhand and Indore, fair in Bhopal, Malwa and Bhopawar and average in 
Bundelkhand. Crops have been damaged by locusts and want of moisture in 
parts of Gwalior, by rats in Malwa and by rats, insects and want of rain in 
Bhopawar. The state of agricultural stock and pasturage generally is good. 
Opium sowings are in progress in parts ot Gwalior; they are much restricted in 
Bhopawar. Land is being prepared for opium in Indore. Prices are steady 
in Gwalior and Malwa, falling in Bhopal, Bundelkhand, Bhopawar' and Indore 
and below average in Baghelkhand. Average prices—Gwalior 13—3 to ai—i, 
Bundelkhand rS^ to 94, Malwa 16, Bhopawar 16 to 17 and Indore 7 to 16 seers 
the rupee. Gratuitously relieved Jaora, 6a ; Rutlam, 46; total 108. 

Baroda. —Crops are in fair condition but in many places they have wither¬ 
ed. Harvesting of autumn and sowing of spring crops continue but the outtU’‘n 
will be much below the average owing to the ravages of rats, catterpillers, locusts 
and want of moisture. The condition of agricultural stock is fair. Prices— 

29; juar 22, wheat 21, rice—superior 13, inferior 21 pounds per rupee. Num¬ 
bers on relief-works—17,025; gratuitous relief, 9,722 ; total 26,747. 

Kashmir. —The weather was bright and is becoming colder. Pri< es are 
normal. Rice sells for 20 seers the rupee. juMMu Pkovinck.—T here 
was no rain. Prices are fluctuating. Wheat sells from 14 to 30 and maize iS 
to 38 seers the rupee. The condition of standing crops is good. Spring sowings 
are in progress. Rain is badly wanted. Fodder is sufficient. 

Nepal.— The weather was cold and clear without rain. Low land rice is still 
being harvested. The price of rice is 9^ seers the rupee.

RESOLUTION. 

The operations of tho Civil Veterinary Department havo sufTerod in a 
marked degrt'c; from the etl'ects of tho sncetvssiou of unfavourable stiusons, the 
influence of which during the year under report is apparent in tho increased 
cost of feed and keep of the stallions, tho low fecundity of tho mares and the 
deeUno in business at Uorse and Cattle Shows. 

2. There Avero no changes of importance in the number of stallions 
maintained by Government. I he number actually at stud included 291 
horse stallions, and 378 donkey stallions in-oAudod from Imperial funds, 
and 178 horse and pony stallions provided from Provincial and Local funds. 
Tho average number of mares serAV^d per stallion (48 for horses and 57 
for donkeys) indicates lliat breeders appreciate the adA*antages which GoA'orn- 
ment offers them. But the actual results in produce Avere disappointingly 
small, tho number of foals veCord(?d as droi>])cd giving an average of only 12‘6 
per horse stallion. It may lx; that the number of permitted e.ov(;riijps was 
illicitly oxceetlcd, and als(* tb;it the results arc understated by incojnpleto 
information. Jiut it is to bo observed tiiat the produoe of pony and donkey 
stallions avus equally small. It is shown tiiat the quality of the stallions Avhich 
were purcbascid duruig tb«; year Avas not altogether satisfactory. The number of 
country-bred remounts purchased during the year was 1,297, of Avliich, hoAvever, 
only 89 were taken for British Cavalry and Artillery. Purebases of mules 
were on a much larger scale, but suc.cess in mnle-l)rocdiug .seems to be 
endangered by the very iudilVorent types of donkey stallions now procurable in 
the Eurojican market. China may pussibly supply a better class, and the 
Inspector-General lias done Avell to dire' t bis enquiries thither. An endeavour 
is being made to meet* reijuirements by local breeding. 'Jlie, Government of 
India have now ttnder consideration a nuin})cr of important reforms in the 
scheme of operations Avhich are uiKbudakeu for the e. cwuragomcnt of horse- 
breeding, and further comments on these results are unnecessary. 

3. A prciminent feature in the vetr.riuai’y bi.story of the year has boon the 
undertaking of local experiments on a consi .erable scale Aviih inoculation as a 
preventive of rinderpest. Measures have been adopted wliich Avill, it is hoped, 
lead to a vei’v .substantial development of this treatment during the current 
year, and will bring within reach of a largo jiroportion of the population the 
be.netiis Avhich are promised by the results of a long scries of experiments at the 
Mukiosar Laboratory. 

4. Veterinary subordinates tre,ated cattle in 32,501 villages, more tban- 
three fiCilis ot wliich, hoAvevor, hclonged to tho Punjab, Noiib-Westorn Provinces 
and BtiiiJi'i,. The number of cattle wliich came under treatment in villages is 
pxtt at 183, 170 , but it is observed that more thait half of the number are shown 
as .sullfM-ing frtnu uiielassed and, [iresuiiiably in great measure, trifling disorders. 
Treatment in disjieusaries is still on an inconsiderable scale, and these institutions 
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generally have yet to gain the confidence of the people, though they show much 
hotter results in Bombay than elsewhere, this Presidency coutribiitinu- 20,499 
out of the total number (62,846) of cases. o • 

6. It is only in the Puigab and in Burma that Veterinary establishments 
are as yet on at all an adequate scale, and the strengthening of the staff of 
Veterinary Assistants is a necessary preliminary to useful work. A scheme for 
effectively reinforcing the staff of the North-Western Provinces and Oudh was 
sanctioned by the Government of India during the year under report. 

6. The results of the Veterinary instruction whicli is given at Lahore, 
Calcutta and Ajmer are generally satisfactory, and large numbers of passed 
students have found employment in South Africa. Only six students passed out 
from th6 Veterinary College at Bombay.

Rainiall summary for the past seven days, ending at 8 a.m. on 
Thursday, the 28th November 1901, based on the India 
Daily Weather Reports of the period. 


During the week under review thunderstorms have given more or less 
heavy showers to the south of the West Coast and light showers to parts of 
South India and the extreme south of the East Coast; the heaviest 'falls were 
rpi" at Trivandrum on the 23rd, 1*44" at Cochin on the 24th and i'56''at 
Tinnevelly and 3’oi" at Trivandrum on the 25th. The principal rainfall of the 
week was, however, that which accompanied the cyclonic storm of the a4th to 
the 27th. This storm apparently formed over the eastern half of the Bay and 
travelling along a curved course reached the head of the Bay on the morning of 
the 26th and filled up over East Bengal during the 27th. Rah due to this storm 
commenced in Lower Burma on the 24ih, when Diamond Island reported 
Rain appeared over Bengal on the 24th and 25th ; the fall was light on the former 
date, but on the 25th Barisal reported roo' and Saugor Island f24*. On the 
26th moderate to heavy rain had fallen over Orissa, Bengal and Assam; 
False Point reporting 5•25", Mymensingh 3*62", Barisal 3-5o'' and Jessore, 
Tezpur, Narayanganj, Balasore, Sibsagar, Dibrugarh and Saugor Island between 
r and 2". On the 27th when the cyclone had reached East Bengal and almost 
filled up, the heaviest rainfalls reported were ; Bogra 372", Mymensingh 3 ' 4 T» 
Tezpur 2 36 , Dhubn 2 26 , Berhampore 2*04 and Burdwan 2*02 . On the 
28th rain had practically ceased. 
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The concluding table shows that during the week under review more or 
less rain was received over the Burma Coast and Wet divisions, over Bengal, 
over the Brahmaputra Valley, over the Dinajpur and Darbhanga sub-divi¬ 
sions of the East Himalayas, over the East Gangetic Plain, over the north of 
the East Cost, over the Ranchi sub-division of the East Satpuras, over the 
Calicut sub-division of the West Coast, over the Madura sub-division of South 
India and over the south of the East Coast. The average actual rainfall varied 
from about 3' in Bengal, Assam, the Burdwan sub-division and the Cuttack 
sub-division to about ‘i* in the Patna sub-division and the East Coast (South) 
division. Over the whole of the remainder of the Indian area, including the 
Dry Area of Burma, the West Gangetic Plain, North-West India, the central 
parts of India and the greater part of the Deccan and of the West Coast the 
week was absolutely or practically rainless throughout. 

The rainfall of the week was in excess of the normal over, the whole of the 
north-east of the Indian area and the south of the West Coast, but was more 
or less deficient elsewhere. The excess was greatest in the following divisions 
and sub-divisions, viz.^ Narayanganj (-f-3*i2''), Calcutta (4-2'94*), Brahmaputra 
Valley (4-3*29*'), Burdwan (■f3*i7"') and Cuttack (4-3*09"), while the deficiency 
was greatest in the East Coast (South) (—a'88"). 

The present return is the last referring to the monsoon period of 1901, a 
fresh rainfall period commencing with the next week. The figures in the second- 
half of the table give comparative rainfall data for the entire monsoon period. 
They show that over Burma, Bengal, Assam, a large part of the East Himalayas 
and of the East Gangetic Plain, the East Satpuras, the Jhansi sub-division ot 
Central India, the West Coast, a large part of the Deccan, South India and the 
south of the East Coast the rainfall of the whole season has varied by less than 
20 per cent, from the normal and has hence been above the average. They 
show that in all other places the season’s fall has been short of the normal; 
the deficiency was greatest and more than 90 per cent, in Baluchistan while it 
was 60 per cent, or more in the Rajkot sub-division of Gujarat and the Indore 
sub-division of Central India; it was 50 per cent, or more in the North-West 
Dry Area and the Ahmedabad sub-division of Gujarat and was more than 25 per 
cent, in the Patna sub-division, the Cawnpore and Lahore sub-divisions, the 
Jaipur sub-division, the West Satpuras division and the Bellary sub-division.

S w cnn and Crop Prospects for the week ending Saturday, the 

23rd November, 1901. 

Madras. —1 he lainfall was good in the southern half of the Presidency 
and light to fair elsewhere. Water supplies are sufficient for cultivation except 
in parts of the Deccan. Ploughing, sowing, and tran.splanting continue gene¬ 
rally. Standing crops, on the whole, are in good condition. Harvesting conti¬ 
nues with fair outturn. Pasture and fodder are sufficient. The condition of 
cattle on the whole is good. Prices are stationary or easier, but are still above 
warning rates. Kitchen inmates :—Cuddapah—men, 60; women, 176; children, 
259; total. 495- Test works—men, 713; women, 735; children, 100; total,, 
1,548. Grand total, 2,043. 

Bombay. —Very slight rain fell during the week in parts of Nasik, Dharwar, 
and Kanara. More rain is wanted in parts of Gujarat, the Deccan, and Belgaum 
for standing crops or for spring cultivation. Crops have been slightly damaged 
by rats, locusts, or in.'seefs in parts of Thar and Patkar, Broach, Surat, Rajkot, 
Baroda, Khandesh, Bijapur, and Belgaum, and are suffering from insufficient 
moisture in parts of Ahmedabad, Kaira, Surat, Baroda, Nasik, and Ahmednagar. 
Reaping of autumn crops has been comi^eted in Thana, Ahmednagar, Sholapur, 
and Satara, is nearly over in Hyderabad, .Surat, Kolaba, and Ratnagiri, and is in 
progress in parts of Sindh, Kaira, Baroda, Khandesh, Nasik, Pcona, Bijapur, 
Belgaum, and Kanara. Threshing is in progress in parts of Sindh, Thana, 
Kolaba, Ahmednagar, Nasik, and Poona. Estimates of outturn of khartf crops 
generally are good in the Koiikan and the Karnatak, fair in Sindh and the 
Deccan, and moderate to poor in Gujarat. Cotton prospects generally are good in 
Surat, Baroda, Nasik, and the Karnatak, and fair in Broach and Khandesh. Pick¬ 
ing continues in Khandesh. Preparations for the spring are in progress in parts 
of Kaira. Ratnagiri, Nasik, and Kanara, but generally aye retarded in the Panch 
Mahals and parts of Kaira for want of rain. Spring sowings are over in Satara 
and Dharwar, and are in progress in parts of Larkana, Hyderabad, Upper Sindh 
Frontier, Thar and Parkar, Thana, Kolaba, Belgaum, Nasik, Poona, Wadhwan, 
and Baroda. The fodder supply is sufficient, except in parts of Sholapur and 
Dharwar. Agricultural stock generally is sufficient. 

Daily average numbers on relief: —British Districts —on relief works, 
24,738; dependants, 3,iqn ; total on works, 27,929. In poor-houses, 2,590; on 
village relief, 16,984; total on gratuitous relief, 19,574. Figures for 
Ahmedabad and Belgaum are incomplete. Native States— on relief works, 
1 2,971 ; dependants, 372 ; total on works, 13,343. In poor-houses, 2,698; on 
village relief, 359; total on gratuitous relief, 3,057. Figures for Rewakantha 
are incomplete. Grand total, 63.903. Prices have risen in four districts, fallen 
in seven districts, and are stationary elsewhere. The relation of the prices of the 
principal staples to the normal and to the prices of 1900 remains substantially 
the same. Prices of cheapest food grain in pounds per rupee at head-quarters— 
Ahmedabad, 38; Kaira, 37 ; Panch Mahals, 40; Sholapur, 38^^; Ahmednagar, 
2,2% ; Poona, 271^,; Nasik, 28J ; Satara, ; Bijapur, 34^ ; Belgaum, 34. 

Bengal.—Rain fell during the week in almost every district in Bengal 
Proper, Chota Nagpur, and Orissa, but it was for the most part scanty. Light 
showers are also reported from Bhagalpur and Malda. Prospects in Bihar 
continue unsatisfactory for want of rain. Sowing of spring crops and poppy conti¬ 
nues. Paddy is being harvested. Fodder and water are generally sufficient. 
The price of common rice has risen in 8 districts, fallen in 16, and is stationary 
in the rest (22), . 

North-Western Provinces and Oudh. —The weather has been somewhat 
unsettled in Sitapur and Partabgarh, cloudy in Ballia and Basli, and clear else- 
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elsewhere. Late rice and millets are being gathered, and picking of cotton 
continues. Sowing of the spring crop is still going on, and fields already sown 
are being irrigated. The condition and prospects of standing crops are 
generally good, but in Muttra and Mirzapur germination is again reported to be 
unsatisfactory for want of rain. The sowing of poppy is backward in Lucknow, 
but is being pushed on in other districts. Pressing of sugarcane has begun 
in Mainpurt Shahjahanpur, Pilibhit, and Jaunpur. Locusts appeared in parts 
of Garhwal and Budaun, but no damage to standing crops is reported. Supplies 
and fodder are ample. Prices are practically steady. 

Punjab.— Harvesting of autumn crops, picking of cotton, and pressing of 
sugarcane are still going on in some districts. Ploughings and sowings of spring 
crops continue on irrigated areas, but no sowings have been made on lands 
dependent on rain owing to drought. Rain is still urgently wanted for further 
sowings. Irrigated crops are said to be in an average condition, and unirrigated 
poor. This applies also to the outturn of autumn crops. Seeds of spring 
crops have germinated satisfactorilv in irrigated lands in Sialkot, but not in 
unirrigated lands in Gurgaon. Also the sowings on unirrigated lands have not 
germinated satisfactorily. Sugarcane and cotton crops on unirrigated lands in 
Sialkot are withering for want of rain. Crops are being damaged by field rats 
in parts of Amballa, Ferozepore, and Lahore. Locusts appeared in parts of 
Gurgaon, but did no damage. Cattle are generally in good condition. Fodder 
is sufficient in all districts, except in parts of Karnal and Mooltan. Test works 
are likely to be started in Hissar. Bikaniris are still passing through Gurgaon, 
and Hissaris and Bagris through Karnal in search of work or begging. Prices 
are generally unchanged. The price of wheat is rising in Lahore and Amritsar, 
and falling in jullundur, Gujrat, and Rawalpindi, and that of gram rising in 
Amritsar and falling in Jullundur, Ferozepore, Gujrat, and Rawalpindi. Wheat 
is selling from 13^ to 21 seers, gram 17I to 35, barley 18 to 24, maize 30 to 26, 
great-millet 19 to 22, and bulrush-millet 17 to 27 seers per rupee. Rice is being 
sold from 5 to 11 seers per rupee in Lahore. 

Burma. — Lower Burma. —Reaping of early paddy progresses in eight 
districts. Prospects continue good. Upper Burma. —Reports from Mandalay 
and four other districts have not yet been received. Plucking of cotton con¬ 
tinues, and the cultivation of the alluvial lands and the planting of pulsed crops 
is in progress in most districts. Further rain is awaited in most districts to mature 
the crop?, and is wanted in Meiktila and much wanted in three townships of 
pakokKU. In Shwebo the paddy crop is good in Kanbalu, but the later sowings 
in the Yeu sub-division are withering in many parts. The price of paddy has 
risen in two districts and fallen in two. 

Central Provinces.— -There has been no rain. The harvesting of rice 
and of other autumn crops and picking of cotton continues. The sowings of 
spring crops have been completed in Jubbulpur, Narsinghpur, and Nagpur, and 
are approaching completion elsewhere. Germination is fair in Mandla, Nimar, 
and Nagpur. In Wardha linseed has germinated badly, but the other crops are 
doing fairly well. In Saugor gram is flourishing, but wheat is suffering from 
the abnormal heat. In parts of the Khurai and Banda tahsils in Damoh the 
cloudy weather has injured the early sown wheat and linseed. In Jubbulpur, 
except where previously damaged, standing crops are in good condition. The 
damage by insects to the young spring plants has considerably abated, but 
still continues in a few districts. Rain is generally needed. The fluctuations 
in prices are small. The lowest prices are—wheat 16, gram 20, rice 16, and/war 
23f seers per rupee. The highest prices are—wheat 8^, gram ti, rice 8, and 
juar 14 seers per rupee. 

Assam.— Rain fell in all districts. Plucking of tea is in progress, and its 
outturn is good in Sylhet and Lakhimpur, bad in Kamrup, and fair elsewhere. 
Harvesting of early rice is finished in Darrang. Its outturn is twelve annas. 
Sowing of pulse and ploughing for and sowing of mustard and reaping of late rice 
continue. Pressing of sugarcane has been commenced. Prospects of sugarcane 
and late rice generally are good. Fodder is insufficient in Cachar and in parts of 
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Kamrup, Prices:—common rice—Sylhet i sf, Silchar 13, Nowifong and Sibsagar 
12, Gauhati l i, Dhubri ah'd Tczpnt .io, and DibrUgarh 9 seers per rupde. 

MyBco^.—The rjdttfaH fdn tfed civil station vratS 99 cents. 

Good rain fell in Mysore, Kolar, HaSsan, and Kadiir. Standing crops: are in 
good condition in parts of Bangalore and in Mysore, Kolar, Hassan, Shimoga, 
and Tumkur. Bengal gram is being sowrn in parts, and in other parts ragi and 
paddy are being harvested. Prospects are good in Bangalore, Mysore, and 
Tumkur, fair in Kolar, Hassan, and Chitaldrug, and favourable in Shimoga. 
Prices are steady in Shimoga and Chitaldrug, have slightly fallen in Mysore, 
Hassan, Tumkur, and in parts of Bangalore and Kadur, and have slightly risen 
in Kolar and in otiier parts of Bangalore and Kadur. Cattle are healthy except 
in parts of Kadur and I'umkur. Water and fodder are available. More rain 
is wanted in Bangalore and in parts of Kolar. CoORG.—Picking of coffee 
continues. Rice crc.ps are maturing. Prices of food grains are stationary. 
Water and fodder are sufficient. 

Berar. —;The weather is cold. Standing crops are in good condition. 
Rats and locusts are disappearing in the Akola and Buldana districts. Sowings 
are nearing completion. Fodder and water are sufficient. Prices are almost 
stationary. 

Hyderabad. —No rain fell during the week. The total from ist January 
is 21 inches four cents. Standing spring crops are in fairly good condition, but 
want more rain in parts. Preparations for winter nee sowing have been com¬ 
menced in a few talukas. Grain prices have fallen slightly. Prices—wheat 55, 
coarse rice yf, zndjuar 17 seers per kali rupee. 

Rajputana. —There was no rain during th‘ ^week. Sowings for the 
spring continue throughout Rajputana except i'^^s/[a|-^ar and Kherwara. In 
Bikanir agricultural operations are going on only inTts w villages watered by the 
Ghagger canal. The state of standing crops genc^Ujiy is fair. Cotton-picking 
is in progress in Haraoti and Tonk, Jaipur, Kish Igarh, and Ajmer-Merwara. 
Damage has been caused by rats in Bikanir and Kherwara, where they are 
increasing. Spring crops have been slightly damaged by insects and rats in ' 
Kotah, Jhallawar, Jaipur, and Kishengarh. Locusts passed over four nizamats 
in Kotah and Ajmer-Merwara, which did little damage. The condition of 
cattle and fodder is good. Prices are falling in Bikanir, Marwar, Tonk, 
Kotah, Jhallawar, Alwar, Bharatpur, Dholpur, and Ajmer-Merwara, rising in 
Jaipur and Kishengarh, and are steady elsewhere. The cheapest prices average 
from 11 4 to 25-5 seers per rupee. Number gratuitously relieved in Marwar 
and Serohi, 94. 

Central India. —There was no rain during the week. Agricultural opera¬ 
tions are in progress everywhere. Standing crops are in good condition in 
Gwalior and Baghelkhand, fair in Bhopal, average in Bundelkhand, and indiffer¬ 
ent in Malwa. Crops have been damaged by locusts in parts of Gwalior and 
by rats in parts of Malwa. The state of agricultural stock and pasturage is 
good in all Agencies. Prices are falling in Gwal’or and Bhopal, are steady in 
Bundelkhand and Malwa, and are below the average in Baghelkhand. Sowings 
are in progress in Gwalior. Average prices :—Gwalior 15-8 to 24-2, Bundel¬ 
khand 19 to 24, Malwa 16 seers the rupee. Gratuitously relieved—Rutlam 
115, Jaora 59, total 174. Reports from Bhopawar and Indore have not been 
received. 

Baroda. —Harvesting of autumn and sowing of spring crops continue, but 
the outturn will be below average owing to ravages of rats, caterpillais and 
locusts arid want of moisture. The condition of agricultural stock is fair. 
Prices —bajri np^juar 22, wheat 22, rice superior 13, rice inferior 21 pounds 
per rupee. Numbers on relief-works, 16,417; gratuitous relief, 9,871 ; total, 
26,288. 

Kashmir. —The weather was bright, and is becoming colder. Prices are 
normal. Rice sells for 20 seers the rupee. JUMmu Province. — No rain. 
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Th(^ condition of standing crops is good, but poor on unirrigated areas. Rain 
is badly wanted. Spring sowngs are in progress. Fodder is sufficient. Prices 
generally are normal. Wheat sells from 15 to 30 and maize from 18 to 36 seers 
the rupee. 

Nepal.— There was no rain. The weather was bright and cold. Harvest¬ 
ing of low land rice has been finished, and the outturn is good. The price of 
rice is 9 seers for the rupee.
